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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


The Borough of Exeter as extended in 1913 contained a population 
of more than 50,000 persons at the last census. Commencing with 
the present return figures for Exeter are, therefore, given in Table 1 
which now includes 97 large English and Welsh towns. For these 
GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the deaths registered last 
week corresponded to an annual rate of 193 per 1000 of their 
aggregate population, which is estimated f at 18,120,059 persons in 
the middle of this year. In the three weeks ended December 20th 
December 27th, 1913, and January 3rd, 1914, the rates in the 9¢ 
towns had been 14°6, 14°8, and 18°6 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 27°3 in Bury, 28'1 in Great 
Yarmouth and in Norwich, 28°7 in Swansea, 308 in Stockton on Tees, 

* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this’ 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated, They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the 
annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report 
which from 1911 onwards embody full correction. ;

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2317 BIRTHS and 1779 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
93 below and the deaths 383 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14°7, 14:0, and 18°6 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended December 20th, December 27th, 1913, and 
January 3rd, 1914, rose last week to 20°5. The death-rate in the 
four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 17:0 per 1000, being 1-4 
per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
tive years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 5, 4, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 5, and were equal to the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 5, 4, and 4 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 7, but were 42 below the 
corrected average; 3 of these belonged to the Borough of Deptford. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 6, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 4, and were equal to the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 10, 
10, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 12, but were 6 . 
below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 12, 5, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, were again 
11, this being 2 below the corrected average, The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 27, 
29, and 26 in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 23; of these 
® belonged to Poplar. The deaths from influenza numbered 29, 
having been 16, 16, and 22 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 43 deaths, 8 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 35 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, ten to burns and scalds, and six, of infants under one year 
of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 54 cases of 
enteric fever, 55 of measles, 3757 of scarlet fever, 219 of whooping- 
cough, and 1081 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, 
as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 1] cases, against 12, 7,and 9; of measles, 
17 cases, against 10, 13, and 13; of scarlet fever, 416 cases, against 
458, 326, and 425; of whooping-cough, 31 cases, against 7, 14, and 
26; and of diphtheria, 141 cases, against 178, 94, and 148. Table 9,

_ For Greater London there were 3641 births and 2587 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
289 below and 487 above the respective averages in ihe corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°31 inches, and that of the Thermometer 43°7, the latter being 
5°*6 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was West-South-Westerly, the hori- 
zontal movement of the air being 44 per cent. above the week’s 
average in the 40 years ended 1906. ‘Lhe duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 1°7 hours; the measured rainfall 
amounted to 0°39 of an inch.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 17-0 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated tf at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three weeks 
ended December 27th, 1913, January 3rd, and January 10th, 1914, 
the rates in the ninety-six or ninety-seven towns had been 14°8, 
18-6, and 19°3 respectively. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the 
several towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it 
also shows for the week ended last Saturday the births and the 
deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 22°7 in Burnley and in 
Middlesbrough, 23°2 in Exeter, 24:3 in Plymouth and in West 

* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. . 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2097 BIRTHS and 1469 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
214 below and the deaths 104 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14:0, 18°6, and 20°5 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended December 27th, 1913, January ard, and 
January 10th, 1914, fell last week to 17:0. The death-rate in the 
four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 17:5 per 1000, being 1:9 
per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
tive years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4, 2, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 9, this being 1 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 4, 4, and 7 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 2, and were 49 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
6, 5, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, were again 4, this being 
1 below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 10, 11, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
to 13, but were 9 below the corrected average ; 4 of these belonged. 
to the Borough of Southwark. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 5, 11, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 14, 
and were 2 above the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 29, 26, and 23 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 20. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 20, having been 16, 22, and 29 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 41 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 41 deaths, 6 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Three of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, seven to burns and scalds, four to drowuing, 
and nine, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 56 cases of 
enteric fever, 1 of small-pox, 58 of measles, 3676 of scarlet fever, 
219 of whooping-cough, and 1081 of diphtheria under treatment in 
these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during 
the week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, 
were as follows:—Of enteric fever, 14 cases, against 7,9, and 11; 
of small-pox, 1 case, against 0, 0, and 0; of measles, 10 cases, 
against 13, 13, and 17; of scarlet fever, 388 cases, against 3206, 
425) and 416; of whooping-cough, 12 cases, against 14, 26, and 31; 
and of diphtheria, 160 cases, against 94, 148, and 141. Table 9,

Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
412 below and 129 above the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
30°06 inches, and that of the Thermometer 34°'8, the latter being 
3°3 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Easterly, the horizsntal move- 
ment of the air being 23 per cent. above the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 5:4 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0:03 
of an inch.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


‘For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 17°5 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated Tt at 
18,120,059 persone in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended January 3rd, January 10th, and January 17th, 
the rates in the ninety-six or ninety-seven had been 18°6, 19°3, and 
17-0 respectively. Table 1 of this Retura shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 ee were :—from ali causes, 221 in Liverpool, 22:3 in 
USI) ae 2°8 in Wakefield, 24°3 in Plymouth, 245 in Bath, 24:7 in 


* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying. in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return.

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Rotherham, 26°1 in Barnsley, and 26°7 in Wolverhampton ; from 
measles, 1:'4 in South Shields, 1:6 in Rhondda, 1:8 in Great 
Yarmouth, 2:0 in Dudley, 2°8 in Burnley, and 6°8 in Barnsley; 
from scarlet fever, 1°38 in Merthyr Tydfil ; from whooping cough, 
1°3 in Swansea ; and from diphtheria, 1:0 in Tottenham, 1:5 in West 
Bromwich, and 1:7 in Enfield. No death from small-poxr was 
registered in any of the ninety-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2072 BIRTHS and 1577 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
53 below and the deaths 201 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 18:6, 20°5, and 17:0 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended January 3rd, January 10th, and January 
17th, rose again last week to 18:2 The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 18°6 per 1000, being 2°6 per 
1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
five years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 5, and 95 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. The deaths from measles, which had been 4, 7, 
and 2 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 11 last week, but were 35 
below the corrected average ; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Deptford and 3 to Bermondsey. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 5, 4, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, were 6 
last week, the corrected average being 5. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 11, 12, and 13°in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose to 15 last week, but were 4 below the corrected 
average; 3 deaths belonged to Bethnal Green. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 11, 11, and 14 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 13 last week, the corrected average being 12; 3 deaths 
belonged to Stepney. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 26, 23, and 20 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell to 14 last week. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 21, having been 22, 29, and 20 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 65 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 65 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 54 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Hight of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, seven to burns or scalds, two to drowning, 
and thirteen, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASEH.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 64 cases of enteric fever, 
1 of small-pox, 55 of measles, 3567 of scarlet fever, 239 of whooping- 
cough, and 1077 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 17 cases, against 9, 11, and 14; of 
measles, 9 cases, against 13,17, and 15 ; of scarlet fever, 375 cases, 
against 425, 416, and 388; of whooping-cough, 37 cases, against 26, 
31, and 12; and of diphtheria, 139 cases, against 148,141, and 160.

Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
126 below and 217 above the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY, 


Tne mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29:94 inches, and that of the Thermometer 32°2, the latter being 
6°-6 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Hasterly, the horizontal move- 
ment of the air being 29 per cent. below the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 7°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0:01 
of an inch.

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RETURNS RELATING TO METROPOLITAN WATER. WONDON. 


(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of December, 1913. The supply was in the ratio of 206 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
ee ict Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 
control.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 18:4 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended January 10th, January 17th, and January 24th, 
the rates had been 19°3, 17:0, and 17°5 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes, 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 26:1 in Dudley, 26-2 in 
Newport (Mon.), 27:2 in Wolverhampton, 27°8 in West Bromwich, 





* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return, Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2207 BIRTHS and 1557 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were — 
33 and the deaths 65 above the average numbers in the 


corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 


rate from all causes, which had been 20°5, 17:0, and 18:2 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended January 10th, January 17th, and January 
24th, fell last week to 18°0 The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 18°4 per 1000, being 2:2 per 1000 
above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. . 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 5, 5, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 3, this being 1 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from measles, which had been 7, 2, 
and 11 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 7, and were 46 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
4, 4, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 3, and were 2 
below the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 12,13, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
to 13, this being 19 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 11, 14, and 13 in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 13, this being 1 above the corrected average ; 3 
of these belonged to the Borough of Woolwich. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 23, 20, 
and 14 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 29, The deaths from 
influenza numbered 28, having been 29, 20, and 21 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths, concerning all but one 
of which inquests were held. Of these 55 deaths, 9 were cases of 
suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 44 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Three of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, eight to burns or scalds, and eleven, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 65 cases of 
enteric fever, 62 of measles, 3599 of scarlet fever, 246 of whooping- 
cough, and 1105 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 15 cases, against 11, 14, and 17; of 
measles, 16 cases, against 17, 15, and 9 ; of scarlet fever, 460 cases,

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 16°5 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended January 17th, January 24th, and January 3lst, 
the rates had been 17°0, 17°5, and 18:4 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali. causes, 23°4 in Plymouth and in 
Wolverhampton, 24:7 in Swindon and in Carlisle, 24-9 in Gateshead, 








* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return, Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2235 BIRTHS and 1441 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
9 and the deaths 159 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all canses, which had been 17:0, 182, and 18°0 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended January 17th, January 24th, and January 
31st, fell last week to 16°6 The death-rate in the four weeks 


ended last Saturday averaged 17:5 per 1000, being 0°7 per 1000 .

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 5, 3, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 8, and were 5 above the corrected 
average. ‘lhe deaths from measles, which had been 2,11, and 7 in 
the preceding three weeks, were again 7, this being 35 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
4, 6, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 5, this being equal 
to the corrected average. ‘lhe deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 13, 15, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 19, 
but were 15 below the corrected average; 6 of these belonged to 
the Borough of Islington and 3 to Southwark. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 14, 13, and 13 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 19, and were 4. above the corrected average. The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had 


been 20, 14, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 21. The 


deaths from influenza numbered 32, having been 20, 21, and 28 in 
the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, while the remainiag 48 were attributed to accidents or 
negligence. Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, eleven to burns and scalds, five to drowning, and seven, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 71 cases of 
enteric fever, 65 of measles, 3554 of scarlet fever, 276 of whooping- 
cough, and 1137 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitais 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 15 cases, against 14, 17, and 15; of 
measles, 24 cases, against 15,9, and 16; of scarlet fever, 379 cases, 
against 388, 375, and 460; of whooping-cough, 48 cases, against 12, 
37, and 22; and of diphtheria, 191 cases, against 160,139, and 186,

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°85 inches, and that of the Thermometer 46°4, the latter being 
6°°8 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 15 per cent. above the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 39°4 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°16

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 21°9 in Stockport, 22:2 in 
Barnsley, 22°7 in Rochdale and in Gateshead, 23°9 in Merthyr Tydfil, 

* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2115 BIRTHS and 1250 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
224 and the deaths 357 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 18:2, 18:0, and 16°6 per 1000 


*in the three weeks ended January 24th, January 31st, and February 


7th, further fell last week to 14-4 The death-rate in the four weeks 


ended last Saturday averaged 16°8 per 1000, being 0:7 per 1000. 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 


years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 3, and 8 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 7, but were 4 above the corrected 
average; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Isiington. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 11, 7, and 7 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 9, but were 40 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 6, 3, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 4, and were 1 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 15, 13, 
and 19 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 27, but were 6 below 
the corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to Stepney, 4 to Poplar, 3 
to Islington, and 3 to Hackney. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 138, 13, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 11, 
and were equal to the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 14, 29, and 21 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 17; 4 deaths belonged to 
Stepney. The deaths from influenza numbered 20, having been 21, 
28, and 32 in the preceding tnree weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 38 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 38 deaths, 6 were cases of 
suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 30 were attributed 
to accidents or negligence. Five of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, three to drowning, and six, of infants under 
one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


VASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 74 cases of 
enteric fever, 82 of measles, 3537 of scarlet fever, 283 of whooping- 
cough, and 1149 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 12 cases, against 17, 15, and 15; of 
measles, 28 cases, against 9,16, and 24; of scarlet fever, 428 cases, 
against 375, 460, and 379; of whooping-cough, 26 cases, against 37, 
22, and 48; and of diphtheria, 140 cases, against 139,186, and 191,

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” i.e 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


For Greater London there were 3261 births and 1900 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
490 and 525 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks 
of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY, 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°58 inches, and that of the Thermometer 47°9, the latter being 
8°°9 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 49 per cent. above the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 19° 3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1°10 
of an inch,

* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
ail non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return.

Vie rate from all causes, which had been 18:0, 16°6, and 14°4 per 1000 
Vie in the three weeks ended January 31st, February 7th, and February 
ui 14th, fell last week to 14:2. The death-rate in the four weeks 

ended last Saturday averaged 15:8 per 1000, being 2°3 per 1000 

below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 8, and 7 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 5, but were 3 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 7, 7, and 9 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 7, and were 52 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 5, and 
4 in the preceding three weeks, were again 4, this being equal to 
the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 13, 19, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 20, 
and ‘were 12 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 13, 19, and 10 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 11, this being equal to the corrected average. The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had 
been 29, 21, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 27; of 
these 5 belonged to the Borough of Lambeth. The deaths from 
influenza numbered 8, having been 28, 32, and 20 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

_ Different forms of violence caused 65 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 65 deaths, 11 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, svhile the remaining 53 were attributed 
to accidents or negligence. ‘T'welve of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, seven to burns and scalds, and four, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


























CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 81 cases of 
enteric fever, 1 of small pox, 93 of measles, 3457 of scarlet fever, 307 
of whooping-cough, and 1176 of diphtheria under treatment in 
these hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during ~ 
the week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, 
were as followsa:—Of enteric fever, 16 cases, against 15, 15, 
and 12; of small pox, 1 case against 0, 0, and 0; of measles, 
2) eases, against 16, 24, and 28; of scarlet fever, 351 cases, 
against 460, 379, and 428; of whooping-cough, 36 cases, against 22, 
48, and 26; and of diphtheria, 170 cases, against 186,191, and 140.

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RETURNS RELATING To METROPOLITAN WATER. LONDON. 


(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of January, 1914. The supply was in the ratio of 205 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 
control,

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 15:1 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated Tt at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended February 7th, February 14th, and February 21st, 
the rates had been 16°5, 15°6, and 15:0 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 20°3 in Bury, 207 in 
Carlisle, 21:8 in Great Yarmouth, 22°7 in Rochdale, 23-9 in Wigan, 

* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
ali non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but,in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in. this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out.

Smethwick, 1:5 in West Bromwich, 1°6 in West Hartlepool, and 1°7 
in Swansea; and from diphtheria, 13 in Southampton and 1°5 in 
Edmonton. No death from smali-poxr was registered in any of the 
ninety-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2146 BIRTHS and 1222 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
23 and the deaths 291 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 16:6, 14:4, and 14:2 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended February 7th, February 14th, and February 
21st, fell further last week to 14:1. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 14°8 per 1000, being 3°4 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

There was no death from enferic fever, the numbers having been 
8, 7, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, and the corrected average 3. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 7, 9, and 7 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 19, but were 45 below the corrected average ; of 
these 5 belonged to the Borough of Stepney, 5 to Camberwell, and 4 
to Deptford. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 5, 4, 
and 4 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 3, and were 2 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 19, 27, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 24, but 
were 6 below the corrected average ; of these 6 belonged to Stepney. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 19, 10, and 11 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 9, and were 3 below the corrected 
average The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of 
age, which had heen 21, 17, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 22. The deaths from. influenza numbered 21, having been 32, 
20, and 8 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 37 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 37 deaths, 4 were cases of 
suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 31 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. ‘Three of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, three to burns and sealds, and ten, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


UASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital there were 82 cases of enteric fever, 
1 of small-pox, 92 of measles, 3392 of searlet fever, 315 of whooping- 
cough, and 1230 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 17 cases, against 15, 12, and 16; of 
measles, 26 cases, against 24, 28, and 25; of scarlet fever, 401 cases, 
against 379, 428, and 351; of whooping-cough, 26 cases, against 48, 
26, and 36; and of diphtheria, 168 cases, against 191, 140, and 170.

For Greater London there were 3533 births and 1804 deaths 
_ registered. Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
42 above and 473 below the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


- METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°45 inches, and that of the Thermometer 41°°8, the latter being 
1°°8 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 26 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the week 
was 36°2 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°44 of an inch.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 15°8 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended February 14th, February 2ist, and February 28th, 
the rates had been 15°6, 15:0, and 15:1 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it alse shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes, 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rages 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 21°6 in Gillingham and in 
Gloucester, 21°38 in Ipswich, 22°0 in Bury, 23:1 in Middlesbrough, 





* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
ali non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. I:clusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London

For LONDON there were 2165 BIRTHS and 1350 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
89 and the deaths 165 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14°4, 14:2, and 14:1 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended February 14th, February 21st, and February 
28th, rose last week to 15°6. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended. last Saturday averaged 14°6 per 1000, being 3°3 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 7, 5, and 0 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 4, and were 2 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 9, 7, and 19 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 18, and were 52 below the corrected 
average ; of these 4 belonged to the Borough of Bermondsey, 3 to 
Bethnal Green, and 3 to Stepney. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 4, 4, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 
7, and were 3 above the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 27, 20, and 24 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 21, and were 15 below the corrected average ; 
of these 3 belonged to Islington. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 10, 11, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 12, but 
were 2 below the corrected average. ‘The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 17, 27, and 22 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 23; of these 3 belonged to 
St. Marylebone and 3 to Lambeth. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 27, having been 20, 8, and 21 in the preceding three 
weoks. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 5 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 41 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, five to drowning, and ten, of infants under one year of age, 
to suffocation in bed. | 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.t 


According toreturns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from 
the London Fever Hospital there were 77 cases ot enteric fever, 1 
of small-pox, 99 of measles, 3307 of scarlet fever, 309 of whooping- 
cough, and 1267 of: diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 12, 16, and 17; of 
measles, 29 cases, against 28, 25, and 26; of scarlet fever, 340 cases, 
against 428, 351, and 401; of whooping-cough, 21 cases against 26, 
36, and 26; and ot diphtheria, 205 cases, against 140, 170, and 168.

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°6 inches, and that of the Thermometer 45°8, the latter being

general direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 29 per cent. above the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the week 
was 15°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°35 of an inch.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 15-4 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended February 2lst, February 28th, and March 7th, the 
rates had been 15:0, 15:1, and 15°8 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 21:1 in Oxford, 21-2 in 
St. Helens, 21°4 in Reading, 22°0 in Stockton on Tees, 22°1 in

* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out.

LONDON.” (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LonNpOoN there were 2053 BIRTHS and 1240 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
258 and the deaths 257 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14:2, 14:1, and 15°6 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended February 21st, February 28th, and March 
Tth, fell last week to 14°3. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 14°6 per 1000, being 3:0 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

There were no deaths from enteric fever, the numbers having been 
5, 0, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, and the corrected average 
2. The deaths from measles, which had been 7, 19, and 18 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell further to 11, and were 65 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
4,3, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 1, and were 4 below 
the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 20, 24, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 
19, and were 10 below the corrected average; of these 3 belonged 
to the Borough of St. Pancras and 3 to Hackney. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 11, 9, and 12 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell to 10, and were 1 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 27, 22, and 23 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 19; 
of these 3 belonged to Poplar. The deaths from influenza numbered 
21, having been 8, 21, and 27 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all but 
one of which inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 10 were cases 
of suicide, and 3 of homicide, while the remaining 37 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Six of these latter were referred to vehicles 
in the atreets, and six, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation 
in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According toreturns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from 
the London Fever Hospital there were 80 cases of enteric fever, 1 
of small-pox, 127 of measles, 3222 of scarlet fever, 339 of whooping- 
cough, and 1318 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 16, 17, and 7; of 
measles, 43 cases, against 25, 26, and 29; of scarlet fever, 320 cases, 
against 351, 401, and 340; of whooping-cough, 46 cases, against 36, 
26, and 21; and of diphtheria, 164 cases, against 170, 168, and 205.

7 The figures represent persons notified as suffering from the several specified 
forms of infectious diseases; but in some of the cases the diagnosis is afterwards 
found to have been erroneous. 
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Table 9, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of 
cases of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County during 
the week ended March 7th, 1914. 


GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” i.e., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


For Greater London there were 3324 births and 1837 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
380 and 432 below the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°51 inches, and that of the Thermometer 43°9, the latter being 
2°°8 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 31 per cent. above the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the week 
was 16°6 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 2°21 of an inch.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the | 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 15:2 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended February 28th, March 7th, and March 14th, the 
rates had been 15:1, 15°8, and 15-4 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of tho 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. | 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 22'8 in Wakefield, 23:3 in 
St. Helens, 23°7 in Burnley, 23°9 in Plymouth, 241 in Dudley, 24:7

* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return.

For LONDON there were 2110 BIRTHS and 1228 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
161 and the deaths 248 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14:1, 15°6, and 14:3 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended February 28th, March 7th, and March 
14th, fell last week to 14:2. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 14°6 per 1000, being 2:7 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which been 0, 4, and O in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 4, and exceeded the weekly average 
by 2. The deaths from measles, which had been 19, 18, and 11 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 15, but were 74 below the corrected 
average; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Camberwell. The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 7, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 8, and were 4 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 24, 
21, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 28, but were 4 
below the corrected average; 4 of these belonged to St. Pancras, 
and 3 each to Hampstead, Poplar, and Southwark. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 9, 12, and 10 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 16, and were 5 above the corrected average. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, 
which had heen 22, 23, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell further to 17. The deaths from influenza numbered 17, having 
been 21, 27, and 21 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 44 deaths, 13 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 31 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, and six, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation 
in bed. 


UASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According toreturns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and from 
the London Fever Hospital there were 79 cases of enteric fever, 1 
of small-pox, 129 of measles, 3173 of searlet fever, 338 of whooping- 
cough, and 1295 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 17, 7, and 7; of 
measles, 33 cases, against 26, 29, and 43; of scarlet fever, 319 cages, 
against 401, 340, and 320; of whooping-cough, 10 cases, against 26, 
21, and 46; and of diphtheria, 139 cases, «gainst 168, 205, and 164.

For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 16°5 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended March 7th, March 14th, and March 21st, the 
rates had been 15°8, 15°-4, and 15°2 respectively. Table 1 of- this

* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement.of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of ih 
ail non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in | 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the Counity of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out.

Bolton, and Newport (Mon.), 1: 9 in West Ham and in Barnsley, and 
2°6 in Swansea ; and from diphtheria, 1:4 in South Shields, 1°7 in 
Tynemouth, and 27 in Cambridge. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the ninety-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2309 BIRTHS and 1433 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
104 above and the deaths 19 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 15:6, 14°3, and 14:2 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended March 7th, March 14th, and March 
21st, rose last week to 16°5.. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 15:2 per 1000, being 1:9 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4, 0, and 4 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 1, this being 1 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 18, 11, and 15 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose further to 22, but were 61 below the 
corrected average; of these 3 belonged to the Borough of Camber- 
well and 3 to Deptford. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 7, 1, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 10, and 
were 3 above the corrected average. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 21, 19, and 28 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose further to 33, but were 4 below the corrected average ; of these 
4 belonged to St. Pancras, 4 to Hackney, and 3 each to Islington, 
Southwark, Lambeth and Camberwell. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 12, 10, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
to 12, but were ‘2 above the corrected average ; of these 3 belonged 
to Poplar. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years 
of age, which had heen 23, 19, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 17 ; of these 4 belonged to Lambeth, 3 to Islington, and 
3 to Camberwell. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 7, having 
been 27, 21, and 17 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 48 deaths, 9 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 38 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Hight of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, three to burns and scalds, and ten, of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 77 cases of 
enteric fever, 134 of measles, 3143 of scarlet fever, 356 of whooping- 
cough, and 1297 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 7, 7, and 4; of 
measles, 36 cases, against 29, 43, and 33; of scarlet fever, 347 cases, 
against 340, 320, and 319; of whooping-cough, 41 cases, against 21, 


46, and 10; and of diphtheria, 146 cases, against 205, 164, and 139.

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” i.e., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District), 


For Greater London there were 3640 births and 2088 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
83 above and 91 below the respective averages in the corresponding 
‘weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. _ 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°3 inches, and that of the Thermometer 42°33, the latter being 
0°:4 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 33 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the week 
was 27°1 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°31 of an inch.

* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2240 BIRTHS and 1344 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
89 and the deaths 73 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14:3, 14:2, and 16°5 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended March 14th, March 21st, and March 
28th, fell last week to 15°5. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 10:1 per 1000, being 1:8 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 4, and 1 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 3, and were 2 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 11, 15, and 22 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 13, and were 58 below the 
corrected average ; of these 3 belonged to the Borough of Finsbury 
and 3 to Stepney. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
1, 8, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 7, but were 4 
above the corrected average; 3 of these belonged to Kensington. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 19, 28, and 33 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose further to 37, this being 1 below 
the corrected average; 4 of these belonged to St. Pancras, 4 to 
Islington, 4 to Hackney, and 3 each to Shoreditch, Stepney, and 
Camberwell. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 10, 16, 
and 12 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 11, and were equal to 
the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had heen 19, 17, and 17 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 16. Tne deaths from influenza numbered 20, 
having been 21, 17, and 7 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 47 deaths, concerning all but 
1 of which inquests were held: Of these 47 deaths, 13 were cases of 
suicide, and I of homicide, while the remaining 33 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Seven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, and eight, including seven of infants under 
one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


UASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASKE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from tbe London Fever Hospital there were 67 cases of 
enteric fever, 134 of measles, 3183 of scarlet fever, 367 of whooping- 
cough, and 1316 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 7, 4, and 8; of 
measler. 27 caser, against 43, 33, and 36; of scarlet fever, 400 cages, 
against 320, 319, and 347; of whooping-cough, 28 cases, azainst 46, 
10, and 41; and of diphtheria, 150 cases, agairst 164, 139, and 146.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.” 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 15-0 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated yt at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended March 21st, March 28th, and April 4th, the 
rates had been 15:2, 16°5, and 16:2 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annnal death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes. 20:1 in Dudley and in 
Blackpool, 20°6. in Middlesbrough, 21:0 in Gateshead, 21°35 in 


* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1883 BIRTHS and 1170 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
308 and the deaths 169 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14:2, 16°5, and 15°5 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended March 21st, March 28th, and April 
Ath, fell last week to 13°5. The death-rate in the four* weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 14:9 per 1000, being 1:5 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4, 1, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 1, and were 1 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 15, 22, and 13 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 21, but were 48 below the 
corrected average ; 4 of these belonged to the Borough of Greenwich, 
and 3 each to Finsbury, Bermondsey, and Lambeth. ‘The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 8, 10, and 7 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 2, and were 3 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 28, 33, and 37 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 23, and were 9 below the corrected 
average; 4 of these belonged to Islington, 4 to Stepney, and 3 to 
Bethnal Green. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 16, 
12, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 9, this being 
equal to the corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to Southwark. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 17,17, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 13. 
The deaths from influenza numbered 9, having been 17, 7, and 20 
in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 49 deaths, 14 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed 
to accident or negligence, Six of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, and eight, of infants under one year of age, 
to suffocation in bed. 


UASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 63 cases of 
enteric fever, 123 of measles, 3068 of scarlet fever, 360 of whooping- 
cough, and 1245 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 4, 8, and 5; of 
measles, 11 caser, against 33, 36, and 27; of scarlet fever, 306 cases, 
against 319, 347, and 399; of whooping-cough, 13 cases, azainst 10, 
4], and 28; and ot diphtheria, 122 cases, agaist 139, 146, and 151.

For Greater London there were 3001 births and 1793 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
063 and 237 below the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


Tne mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°47 inches, and that of the Thermometer 48°2, the latter being 
2°:L above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The general 
direction of the wind was Westerly, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 51 per cent. above the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the week 
was 44°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 1°02 of an inch.

NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14:9 
per 100U of their aggregate population, which is estimated { at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended March 28th, April 4th, and April Ilth, the 
rates had been 16°5, 16°2, and 15°0 respectively. ‘lable 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 21:0 in Blackburn, 21°6 in 
Gloucester, 22°2 in Barnsley, 24°3 in Rochdale, 25°5 in Stockton on 





* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
ali non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the 
annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards embody full correction.

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Tees, and 29:1 in Dudley ; from measles, 2°3 in Sheffield and in

in Swansea. No death from smali-pox was registered in any of the 
ninety-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2229 BIRTHS and 1255 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
19 above and the deaths 81 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 16°5, 15°5, and 13°5 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended March 28th, April 4th, and April 
llth, rose last week to 14:5. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 15:0 per 1000, being 1:0 per 1000 


below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 


years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 3, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 3, and were 1 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 22, 13, and 21 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 18, and were 55 below the 
corrected average ; 3 of these belonged to the Borough of Stepney. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 10, 7, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 7, this being 2 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 33, 37, 
and 23 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 26, but were 9 below 
the corrected average; 3 of these belonged to Islington and 3 to 
Stepney. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 12, 11, and 
9 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 11, and were equal to the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 
years of age, which had heen 17, 16, and 13 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 15. The deaths from influenza numbered 18, having 
been 7, 20, and 9 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all but 1 
of which inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 40 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, six to drowning, three to burns and scalds, and nine, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 68 cases ot, 
enteric fever, 115 of measles, 2992 of scarlet fever, 355 of whooping- 
cough, and 1186 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 8, 5, and 35; of 
measles, 21 cases, against 36, 27, and 11; of scarlet fever, 289 cases, 
against 347, 399, and 306; of whooping-cough, 18 cases, against 41, 
28, and 13; and of diphtheria, 104 cases, against 146, 151, and 122.

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” i.e.,

For Greater London there were 3543 births and 1856 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
o4 and 161 below the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
30°10 inches, and that of the Thermometer 49°1, the latter being 
2°°3 above the week’s average in the 60 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 6 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the werk 
was 73°3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°00 of an inch.

For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 15:1 
ner 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended April 4th, April llth, and April 18th, the 
rates had been 16°2, 15°0, and 14:9 respectively. Lable 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes.

* The deaths in Greater London and in the cther great vownus have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return.

corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 15°5, 13:5, and 14:5 per 1000 
in the three. weeks ended April 4th, April llth, and April 
18th, fell last week to 14:4. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 14:5 per 1000, being 1:2 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 1, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 2, but were 1 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 13, 21, and 18 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 16, and were 38 below the 
corrected average ; 4 of these belonged to the Borough of Wands- 
worth and 3 to Deptford. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 7, 2, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 5, this being 
equal to the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 37, 23, and 26 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
to 30, but were 10 below the corrected average ; 4 of these belonged 
to Stepney, 4 to Southwark, and 3 each to Hackney, Wandsworth, 
and Woolwich. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 11, 
9, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 10, and were equal 
to the corrected average ; 3 of these belonged to Poplar. The deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 
16, 13, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 18; of these 3 
belonged to Wandsworth. The deaths from ‘influenza numbered 1D; 
having been 20, 9, and 18 in the preceding three weeks. 

Differ ent forms of violence caused 44 deaths, concerning all but 1 
of which inquests were held. Of these 44 deaths, 15 were cases of 
saicide, and 3 of homicide, while the remaining 26 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Four of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, five to drowning, three to burns and scalds, 
and three, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


UASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 57 cases of 
enteric fever, 101 of measles, 2886 of scarlet fever, 356 of whooping- 
cough, and 1141 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 5, 5, and 10; of 
measles. 4 cases, against 27, 11, and 21; of scarlet fever, 305 cases, 
against 399, 306, ‘and 289; of whooping-cough, 33 cases, against 28, 
13, and 18; and ot diphtheria, 110 cases, against 151, 122, “and 104.

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Table 9, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London shows the number of 
cases of Infectious Disease that were notified in the County during 
the week ended April 18th, 1914. 


GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” i.e., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


For Greater London there were 3678 births and 1851 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
99 and 148 below the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
30°12 inches, and that of the Thermometer 53°4, the latter being 
4°*8 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 13 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 yearg 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the week 
was 49°7 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0:03 of an inch.

RETURNS RELATING TO METROPOLITAN WATER. LONDON.

The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of March, 1914. The supply was in the ratio of 199 
galions to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are

For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14:2 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended April llth, April 18th, and April 25th, the 
rates had been 15°0, 14°9, and 15°1 respectively. ‘able 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 20:1 in Dudley, 20:4 in 
Salford, 20°6 in South Shields, 21:9 in Middlesbrough, in West Hartle- 








* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
ail non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions.

For LONDON there were 2252 BIRTHS and 1116 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
06 and the deaths 107 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 13°5, 14°5, and 14:4 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended April lith, April 18th, and April 
2Zoth, fell last week to 12:9. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 13°8 per 1000, being 1:3 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-15. : 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 3, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 3, and were 2 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 21, 18, and 16 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 19, but were 31 below the 
corrected average ; 3 of these belonged to the Borough of Finsbury 
and 3 to Battersea. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
2, 7, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were again 0, and exceeded 
the corrected average by 2. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 23, 26, and 30 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
to 27, this being 9 below the corrected average ; 4 of these belonged 
to Fulham, and 3 each to St. Pancras, Islington, and Hackney. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 9, 11, and 10 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 8, but were 2 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteriits under 2 years of 
age, Which had been 13, 15, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 17; of these 3 belonged to Hackney. The deaths from 
influenza numbered 12, having been 9, 18, and 15 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 43 deaths, 16 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 26 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Five of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, five to drowning, and two, including one of 
an infant under one vear of age, to suffocation in bed. 


UASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 55 cases of 
enteric fever, 104 of measles, 2876 of scarlet fever, 336 of whooping- 
cough, and 1129 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
foilows :—Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 5, 10, and 5; of 
measles, 30 cases, against 11, 21, and 4; of scarlet fever, 377 cases, 
against 306, 289, and 305; of whooping-cough, 20 cases, against 13, 
18, and 33; and ot diphtheria, 127 cases, against 122, 104, and 110.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14:1 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated} at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended April 18th, April 25th, and May 2nd, the rates 
had been 14:9, 1o‘l, and 142 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 











* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the

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South Shields, 21°8 in Southport, and 22:9 in Bury; from measles, 
1°4 in Sheffield, 1°6 in Middlesbrough, 2:1 in Nottingham, and 4:4 in 
Stockton on Tees; and from whooping-cough, 1°6 in Middlesbrough, 
1°7 in Rochdale, and 2°0 in Carlisle. A death from small-pox was 
registered in Dewsbury, but not one in any other of the ninety- 
seven towns. 


LONDON.” (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2189 BIRTHS and 1197 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
68 below and the deaths 6 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14°5, 14°4, and 12:9 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended April 18th, April 25th, and May 
2nd, rose last week to 13:8. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 13:9 per 1000, being 0°8 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 2, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 2, but were 1 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 18, 16, and 19 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 26, but were 21 below the 
corrected average ; of these 5 belonged to the Borough of Poplar 
and 5 to Greenwich, The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
7, 5, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 6, and were 1 above 
the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 26, 30, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 
24, and were 11 below the corrected average ; of these 4 belonged to 
Stepney and 3 to Wandsworth. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 11, 10, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 13, 
this being 4 above the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 15, 18, and 17 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 12. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 9, having been 18, 15, and 12 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 36 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 36 deaths, 7 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 29 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Three of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, three to burns and scalds, and six, of infants under one year 
of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 48 cases of 
enieric fever, 105 of measles, 2901 of scarlet fever, 344 of whooping- 
cough, and 1126 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 10, 5, and 73; of 
measles, 31 cases, against 21,4, and 30; of scarlet fever, 398 cases, 
against 289, 305, and 377; of whooping-cough, 44 cases, against 18, 
33, and 20; and of diphtheria, 128 cases, against 104, 110, and 127.

Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
228 and 87 below the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°56 inches, and that of the Thermometer 52°°0, the latter being 
1°°5 above the week’s average in the 69 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was West-South-Westerly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 74 per cent. above the week’s average in 
the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine 
in the week was 32°) hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°97

For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14°] 
per 100U of their aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended April 25th, May 2nd, and May 9th, the rateg 
had been lol, 14:2, and 14:1 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 

er 1000 living were :—from ai/ causes, 20:1 in Stoke on Trent, 
20-4 in Tynemouth, 20°5 in Gateshead, 21°7 in Carlisle, and 23:1 in 











* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than

(The Administrative County including the , 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2328 BIRTHS and 1157 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
53 above and the deaths 25 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14°4, 12°9, and 13°8 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended April 25th, May 2nd, and May 9th, 
fell last week to 134. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 13:6 per 1000, being 0°6 per 1000 


- below the mean rate in the corresponding periods--of -the five 


years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 3, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 2, this being equal to the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 16, 19, and 26 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 27, but were 18 below the 
corrected average ; of these 6 belonged to the Borough of Islington, 
and 3 each to St. Pancras, Finsbury, and Stepney. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 5, 5, and 6 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 8, and were 3 above the corrected average. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 30, 27, and 24 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell further to 22, and were 7 below the 


- corrected average ; of these 5 belonged to Wandsworth. The deaths 


from diphtheria, which had been 10, 8, and 13 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 5, and were 3 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had 
been 18, 17, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 18; of 
these 4 belonged to Hammersmith and 4 to Bethnal Green. The 
deaths from influenza numbered- 12, having been 15, 12, and 9 
in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 14 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 36 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, four to drowning, and ten, of infants under one year of age, 
to suffocation in bed. | 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 44 cases ot 
enteric fever, 110 of measles, 2862 of scarlet fever, 356 of whooping- 
cough, and 1129 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 5, 7, and 4; of 
measles, 24 cases, against 4, 30, and 31; of scarlet fever, 349 cases, 
against 305, 377, and 398; of whooping-cough, 42 cases, azainst 33, 
20, and 44; and ot diphtheria, 149 cases, against 110, 127, and 128.

For Greater London there were 3653 births and 1693 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
37 and 93 below the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
30°00 inches, and that of the Thermometer 51°-4, the latter being 
1°-0 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 10 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
- week was 37°9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°05 of an 
inch,

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' NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13:9 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated { at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended May 2nd, May 9th, and May 16th, the rates 
had been 14:2, 141, and 14:1 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 19°83 in Ipswich, 20°0 in 
Oldham, 20°2 in Oxford, 20°) in Sunderland, 21:0 in Middlesbrough, 





* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have frum the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
ali non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions geverally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of resideuts occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the aeath-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the 
annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards embody full correction.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2110 BIRTHS and 1097 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
64 and the deaths 34 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 12°9, 13°8, and 13°4 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended May 2nd, May 9th, and May 16th, 
fell last week to 12:7. The deatn-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 13:2 per 1000, being 0°2 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 2, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 3, and were 1 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 19, 26, and 27 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 21, and were 18 below the 
corrected average ; of these 5 belonged to the Borough of Shoreditch, 
3 to Bermondsey, and 3 to Battersea. The deaths from scarlet 
yever, which had been 5, 6, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 6, but were 3 above the corrected average. Ths deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 27, 24, and 22 in the preceding 
three weeks, were again 22, this being 11 below the corrected 
average ; of these 4 belonged to Stepney and 3 to Islington, The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 8, 13, and 5 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 12, and were 4 above the corrected average ; 
of.these 3 belonged to Wandsworth. The deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had heen 17, 12, and 18 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 17; of these 3 belonged to 
Islington. The deaths from influenza numbered 14, having been 
12, 9, and 12 in the preceding tnree weeks. uy 

Different forms of violence caused 32 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 32 deaths, 4 were cases of. 
suicide, while the remaining 28 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, four to burns and scalds, and four, including three of infants 
under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 47 cases of 
enteric tever, 106 of measles, 2909 of scarlet fever, 363 of whooping- 
eough, and 1125 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 7, 4, and 5; of 
measles, 18 case-, against 30, 31, and 23; of scarlet fever, 415 cases, 
against 377, 398, and 349; of whooping-cough, 37 cases, azaiust 20, 
44,and 42; and of diphtheria, 135 cases, against 127, 128, and 149.

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” i.¢., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


For Greater London there were 3368 births and 1677 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
33 and 43 above the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwicu was 
30°06 inches, and that of the Thermometer 60°7, the latter being 
6°°7 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 37 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
week was 79°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°35 of an

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


_ For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13°3 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimatedt at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended May 9th, May 16th, and May 23rd, the rates 
had been 1471, 14:1, and 13°9 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows,.for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 
Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 18:0 in Liverpool, 18-4 in 
Plymouth,.18:7 in South Shields, 18°38 in Rochdale, 18:9 in Salford, 

* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
petween the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated.

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19°9 in Wigan, 20°1 in Sunderland, 21:0 in Middlesbrough, and 21:7 
in Oldham ; from measles, 1°0 in Dudley, in Liverpool, in Leeds, and 
in Barnsley, 1:1 in Manchester and in Sheffield, 1:°7 in Wigan and in 
Rochdale, and 2°8 in Warrington and in Burnley ; from scarlet 
Fever, 1:2 in Middlesbrough ; and from whooping-cough, 1:3 in 
Gateshead and in Swansea, and 2°3 in South Shields. No death 
from small-poxr was registered in any of the ninety-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2290 BIRTHS and 1026 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
34 and the deaths 77 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 13°8, 13:4, and 12:7 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended May 9th, May l6th, and May 23rd, 
further fell last week to 11°8. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 12:9 per 1000, being 0:2 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 2, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, and were 2 above the 
corrected average. The deaths from measles, which had heen 26, 27, 
and 21 in the preceding three weeks, were 24 last week, and were 
23 below the corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough 
of Finsbury and 3 to Stepney. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 6, 8, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 6 last week, the corrected average being 5. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 24, 22, and 22 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 16 last week, and were 13 below the corrected 
average; 3 deaths belonged to Shoreditch. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 13, 5, and 12 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 10 last week, the corrected average being 9; 3 deaths 
belonged to Stepney. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had heen 12, 18, and 17 in the 
preceding three weeks, wece 16 last week; 3 deaths belonged to 
Shoreditch. The deaths from influenza numbered 12, having been 
9, 12, and 14 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 16 were cases of 
suicide, and 3 of homicide, while the remaining 31 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Eight of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, five to burns or scalds, four to drowning, 
and three, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.f 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 40 cases of 
enteric fever, 93 of measles, 2910 of scarlet fever, 367 of whooping- 
cough, and 1086 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 4, 5, and 10; of 
measles, 15 cases, against 31, 23, and 18; of scarlet fever, 377 cases, 
against 398, 349, and 415; of whooping-cough, 24 cases, against 44, 
42, and 37; and of diphtheria, 115 cases, against 128, 149, and 135.

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” i.e., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


For Greater London there were 3633 births and 1556 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population, these numbers are 
170 and 106 below the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29:97 inches, and that of the Thermometer 50°4, the latter being 
)°°6 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was North-North-Kasterly, the hori- 
zontal movement of the air being 11 per cent. below the week’s 
average in the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of regis.ered 
bright sunshine in the week was 30:0 hours; the measured 
rainfall amounted to 0°26 of an inch.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13:2 
per 1000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended May 16th, May 23rd, and May 30th, the rates 
had been 14:1, 13°9, and 13°3 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 18:0 in Salford, 18:2 in 
Rochdale, 1&8°8 in Liverpool, 19:2 in Stoke on Trent, 19:7 in Carlisle, 
* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the 
annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards embody full correction.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1880 BIRTHS and 1098 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
991 below and the deaths 55 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annnal death- 


rate from all causes, which had been 13:4, 12°7, and 11°8 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended May .l6th, May 25rd, and May 20th, 
rose last week to 12°7. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 12°7 per 1000, and was equal to the mean 
rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. 

No death from enteric fever was recorded last week against 2, 3, 
and 4 in the preceding three weeks, and a corrected average of 2. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 27, 21, and 24 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose to 26, but were 12 below the 
corrected average ; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of Stepney, 4 
to Finsbury, 3 to Isiington, 3 to Shoreditch, and 3 to Greenwich. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 8, 6, and 6 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 3, and were 2 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 22, 22, 
and 16 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 28, and were 1 above 
the corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to Islington. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 5, 12, and 10 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 11 last week, and were 3 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years 
of age, which had been 18, 17, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 26 last week, of which 4 belonged to Bethnal Green, 4 to 
Camberwell, 3 to Hackney anc 3 to Stepney. The deaths from 
influenza numbered 13, having been 12, 14, and 12 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 11 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 39 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, four to burns or scalds, nine to drowning, and four, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 32 cases of 
enteric fever, 100 of measles, 2970 of scarlet fever, 360 of whooping- 
cough, and 1105 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 5, 10, and 5; of 
measles, 19 cases, against 23, 18, and 15; of scarlet fever, 339 cases, 
against 349, 415, and 377; of whooping-cough, 18 cases, against 42, 
37, and 24; and of diphtheria, 128 cases, against 149, 135, and 115.

Allowing for increase of population the births were 
377 below and the deaths 39 above the respective averages in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°91 inches, and that of the Thermometer 55°4, the latter being 
2°°5 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was Northerly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 10 per cent. below the week’s average 
in the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright 
sunshine in the week was 47°7 hours; the measured rainfall 
amounted to 0°26 of an inch.

RETURNS RELATING TO METROPOLITAN WATER. LONDON, 


(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of April, 1914. The supply was in the ratio of 212 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 


control,

* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great Sane have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated.

and from diphtheria, 1:0 in Sunderland, 1:1 in Walsall, and 1:2 in 
York. No death from smail-pox was registered in any of the ninety- 
seven towns. 


LoNDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2380 BIRTHS and 1108 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
207 and the deaths 117 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. ‘The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 12°7, 11°8, and 12°7 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended May 23rd, May 30th, and June 6th, 
further rose last week to 12°8. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 12°5 per 1000, being 0-4 per 1000 above 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 4, and 0 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 5 last week, and were 4 above the 
corrected average. The deaths from measles, which had been 21, 
24, and 26 in the preceding three weeks, further rose to 28 last 
week, but were 15 below the corrected average ; 5 deaths belonged 
to the Borough of Finsbury, 4 to Stepney, and 3 to Bermondsey. 
he deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 6, 6, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 22, 16, and 28 in the preceding three weeks, were 27 last week, 
and were 7 above the corrected average; 3 deaths belonged. to 
Islington and 3 to Finsbury. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 12, 10, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, further rose 
to 13 last week, and were 2 above the corrected average ; 3 deaths 
belonged to Stepney. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 17, 16, and 26 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 15 last week. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 7, having been 14, 12, and 13 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 45 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 45 deaths, 12 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 32 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Hight of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, four to burns or scalds, two to drowning, 
and five, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed, 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metrcpolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 34 cases of 
enteric fever, 98 of measles, 2993 of scarlet fever, 362 of whooping- 
cough, and 1095 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with these in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of. enteric fever, 5 cases, against 10, 5, and 5; of 
measles, 27 cases, against 18, 15, and 19; of scarlet fever, 391 cases, 
against 415, 377, and 339; of whooping-cougb, 22 cases, against 37, 
24,and 18; and of diphtheria, 145 cases, against 135, 115, and 128.

For Greater London there were 3717 births and 1644 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population these numbers are 
138 and 142 above the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years, 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°63 inches, and that of the Thermometer 55°:7, the latter being 
2°-5 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was North-North-Easterly, the 
horizontal movement of the air being 2 per cent. above the week’s 
average in the 40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered 
bright sunshine in the week was 51°43 hours; the measured rainfall 
amounted to 0°65 of an inch.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 12-9 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated 7 at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended May 30th, June 6th, and June Ildth, the rates 
had been 13°3, 13:2, and 13°5 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 18:5 in Wolverhampton, 
18:9 in Liverpool, 19:1 in Bradford, 20-1 in Blackpool, 20°3 in 








* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated.

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Barnsley, and 21°5 in South Shields; from measles, 1°6 in St. Helens 
and in Sheffield, 1°8 in Darlington, and 2°1 in Warrington and in — 
Bootle; and from whooping-cough, 1:4 in Plymouth, in Cardiff, and 
in Warrington, and 3:3 in South Shields. No death from small-pox 
was registered in any of the ninety-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2191 BIRTHS and 1053 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
177 below and the deaths 72 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 11°8, 12°7, and 12°8 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended May 30th, June 6th, and June 13th, 
fell last week to 12:2. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last 
Saturday averaged 12°4 per 1000, being 0°5 per 1000 above the mean 
rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. 

There was no death from enteric fever, the nambers having been 
4,0, and 5 for the preceding three weeks, and the corrected average 
being 1. The deaths from measles, which had been 24, 26, and 28 
in the preceding three weeks, rose further to 32, but were 8 below 
the corrected average; of these 13 belonged to the Borough of 
Stepney and 6 to Shoreditch. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 6, 3, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 8, and 
exceeded the corrected average by 3. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 16, 28, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 26, but were 6 Bae the corrected average; 4 of these 
belonged to Islington and 3 to Bethnal Green. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 10, 11, and 13 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose further to 16, and were 9 above the corrected average ; 
4 of these belonged to Stepney, and 3 each to Hackney and 
Paddington: The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 
years of age, which had been 16, 26, and 15 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 22; of these 4 belonged to Islington and 3 to Fulham. 
The deaths from influenza numbered 3, having been 12, 13, and 
7 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 56 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 56 deaths, 11 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 45 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, six to drowning, three to burns and scalds, and three, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metrepolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 37 cases of 
enteric fever, 87 of measles, 3038 of scarlet. fever, 339 of whooping- 
cough, and 1114 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 5, 5, and 5; of 
measles, 6 cases, against 15,19, and 27; of scarlet fever, 405 cases, 
against 377, 339, and 391; of whooping-cough, 5 cases, against 24, 
18, and 22; and of diphtheria, 167 cases, against 115, 128, and 145.

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°84 inches, and that of the Thermometer 62°°2, the latter being

direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 13 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 66°8 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°34

For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 12:1 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended June 6th, June 13th, and June 20th, the rates 
had been 13:2, 13:5, and 12°9 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks ; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 17:1 in St. Helens and in 
Rochdale, 17:3 in Liverpool and in Middlesbrough, 18°3 in Oldham, 








* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions, Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out.

For LONDON there were 2271 BIRTHS and 1045 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
201 and the deaths 91 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death-. 
rate from all causes, which had been 12°7, 12°8, and 12°2 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended June 6th, June 13th, and June 20th, 
further fell last week to 12:1. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 12°5 per 1000, being 1°0 per 1000 above 
the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 5, and 0 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were equal to the 
corrected average. The deaths from measles, which had been 26, 
28, and 32 in the preceding three weeks, further rose to 39 last 
week, and were 3 above the corrected average ; 8 deaths belonged 
to the Borough of Stepney, 6 to Finsbury, 6 to Bermondsey, 4 to 
Shoreditch, and 3 each to Bethnal Green and to Poplar. ‘The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 4, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 6 last week, and were 1 above the corrected average. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 28, 27, and 26 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 21 last week, but were 3 above 
the corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to Shoreditch, and 3 each: 
to Fulham and to Stepney, The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 11, 13, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, were 11 last 
week, and were 5 above the corrected average. The deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 26, 
15, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, were 15 last week. The 
deaths from influenza numbered 10, having been 13, 7, and 3 in 
the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence conned 60 deaths, concerning all of 
which inquests were held. Of these 60 deaths, 16 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 44 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. ‘T'welve of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, two to burns or scalds, five to drowning, and three, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


According to returns from the Metrcpolitan Asylums Board 
and from the. London Fever Hospital there were 35 cases of 
enteric fever, 72 of measles, 3088 of scarlet fever, 304 of whooping- 
cough, and 1100 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 5, 5, and 10; of 
measles, 3 cases, against 19, 27, and 6; of scarlet fever, 440 cases, 
against 339, 391, and 405; of whooping-cough, 0 cases, against 18, 
22,and 5; and of diphtheria, 131 cases, a 128, 145, and 167.

METEOROLOGY, 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°95 inches, and that of the Thermometer 60°°6, the latter being 
0°°5 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 1 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 71°0 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°34 
of an inch.

* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying ‘institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, bat in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2087 BIRTHS and 1148 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
232 below and the deaths 216 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 12°8, 12:2, and 12:1 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended June 13th, June 20th, and June 27th, 
rose last week to 13°3. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 12°6 per 1000, being 1:5 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. . 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 5, 0, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 5, this being 3 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 28, 32, and 39 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 49, and were 18 above the 
corrected average ; of these 15 belonged to the Borough of Stepney 
and 8 to Shoreditch. Vhe deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 4, 8, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 3, this being 
equal to the corrected average. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 27, 26, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
further to 18, but were 3 above the corrected average; of these 3 
belonged to Battersea. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
13, 16, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 14, and were 
8 above the corrected average; of these 3 belonged to Islington. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, 
which had been 15, 22, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 
26; of these 4 belonged to Shoreditch. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 7, having been 7, 3, and 10 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 60 deaths, concerning all but 


_ 4 of which inquests were held. Of these 60 deaths, 15 were cases of 


suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 43 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Eleven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, five to drowning, four to burns and _ scalds, 
and five, including four of infants under one year of age, to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 41 cases of 
enteric fever, 61 of measles, 3092 of scarlet fever, 286 of whooping- 
cough, and 1089 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 5, 10, and-7; of 
measles, 5 cases, against 27, 6, and 3; of scarlet fever, 442 cases, 
against 391, 405, and 440; of whooping-cough, 2 cases, against 22, 
5,and 0; and of diphtheria, 139 cases, against 145, 167 and 131.

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°83 inches, and that of the Thermometer 67°°7, the latter being 
6°-1 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 17 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 64°3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°09 
of an inch. :

NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.” 


‘For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 11-5 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 -persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended June 20th, June 27th, and July 4th, the rates 
had been 12:9, 12:1, and 12-7 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. es 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 167 in Warrington, 17:0 in 
Gateshead and in Tynemouth, 17°6 in Liverpool, and 22°8 in Bootle ; 








* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the 
annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards embody full correction.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2225 BIRTHS and 921 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
3d) above and the deaths 26 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 12:2, 12:1, and 13°3 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended June 20th, June 27th, and July 4th, 
fell last week to 10°6. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 12:1, per 1000, being 1:1 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 2, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 4, but were 2 above the corrected | 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 32, 39, and 49 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 47, but were 19 above the 
corrected average; of these 7 belonged to the Borough of Shore- 
ditch, 7.to Stepney, and 5 each to Islington and Bermondsey. The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 8, 6, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 5, but were 1 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 26, 
21, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, were again 18, this being 
3 above the corrected average ; of these 3 belonged to Paddington 
and 3 to Finsbury. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 16, 
11, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 4, and were 2 
below the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 22, 15, and 26 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 21; of these 5 belonged to Poplar 
and 3 to Southwark. The deaths from influenza numbered 5, 
having been 3, 10, and 7 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 55 deaths, concerning all but 
1 of which inquests were held. Of these 55 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 43 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. Five of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, ten to drowning, and eight, of infants under 
one year of age, to suffocation in bed, 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asyiums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 38 cases of 
enteric fever, 42 of measles, 3109 of scarlet fever, 256 of whooping- 
cough, and 1085 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 10, 7, and 11; of 
measles, 2 cases, against 6, 3, and 5; of scarlet fever, 414 cases, 
against 405, 440, and 442; of whooping-cough, 0 cases, against 5, 
Q,and 2; and of diphtheria, 130 cases, against 167, 131, and 139.

For Greater London there were 3640 births and 1397 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population these numbers are 
D4 above and 50 below the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°83 inches, and that of the Thermometer 62°, the latter being 
0-1 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
of the air being 14 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 54:5 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°64 
of an inch.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT Towns.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 11:6 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated ¢ at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended June 27th, July 4th, and July llth, the rates 
had been 12:1, 12:7, and 11°5 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks ; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 16°9 in South Shields, 17°2 
in Preston, 17:7 in Middlesbrough, 20°1 in Blackpool, and 23°5 in 





* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions, Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2125 BIRTHS and 1021 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
Sd) below and the deaths 56 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 12:1, 13°3, and 10°6 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended June 27th, July 4th, and July llth, 
rose last week to 11°8. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 12°0 per 1000, being 1-0 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2,5, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 4, and were 2 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 39, 49, and 47 
in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 35, but were 8 above 
the corrected average; of these 6 belonged to the Borough of 
Shoreditch, 6 to Stepney, and 4 each to Islington and Finsbury. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 6, 3, and 95 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 1, this being 3 below the corrected 
average. 'The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 21, 
18, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 19, and were 6 
above the corrected average; of these 4 belonged to Camberwell, 
and 3 each to Islington and Poplar. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 11, 14, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
to 11, and were 4 above the corrected average ; of these 3 belonged 
to Stepney. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 
years of age, which had been 15, 26, and 21 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 38; of these 5 belonged to Shoreditch. The deaths 
from influenza numbered 7, having been 10, 7, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were heid. Of these 50 deaths, 3 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 46 were attributed 
to accident or negligence. 'I'welve of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, nine to drowning, and three, of infants under 
one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 33 cases of 
enteric fever, 83 of measles, 3126 of scarlet fever, 230 of whooping- 
cough, and 1069 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 7, 11, and 5; of 
measles, 1 case, against 3, "5 and 2; of scarlet fever, 430 cases, 
against 440, 442, and Al4 ; of whooping-cough, 0 cases, against 0, 
2,and 0; and of diphtheria, 144 cases, against 131, 139, and 130,

For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 113 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year.

For LONDON there were 2066 BIRTHS and 922 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
S85 and the deaths 21 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 13°3, 10°6, and 11°8 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended July 4th, July llth, and July 18th, 
fell last week to 10°6. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 11°6 per 1000, being 0:7 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 5,4, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 2, and were equal to the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 49, 47, and 35 
in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 31, but were 4 above 
the corrected average; of these 5 belonged to the Borough of 
Stepney, and 3 each to Shoreditch and Bermondsey. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 5, and 1 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 4, but were 1 below the corrected average. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 18, 18, and 19 in 
the preceding three weeks, were again 19, this being 1 above the 
corrected average ; of these 3 belonged to Shoreditch. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 14, 4, and 11 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 14, and were 6 above the corrected average ; 
of these 3 belonged to Battersea. The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 26, 21, and 38 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 34; of these 6 belonged to 
Stepney.

), and 7 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 40 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 40) deaths, 7 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 33 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, five to drowning, and six, of infants under one year of age, 
to suffocation in bed. 2 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 33 cases of 
enteric fever, 27 of measles, 3185 of scarlet fever, 189 of whooping- 
cough, and 1075 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 11, 5, and 6; of 
measles, 1 case, against 5, 2, and 1; of scarlet fever, 414 cases, 
against 442, 414, and 430; of whooping-coughb, 0 case, against 2, 
Q0,and 0; and of diphtheria, 124 cases, against 139, 130, and 144

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°5L inches, and that of the Thermometer 62°5, the latter being 
O°-5 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement 
- of the air being 24 per cent. above the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 22:9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°31 
of an inch.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 12:1 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended July llth, July 18th, and July 25th, the rates 
had been 11°5, 11°6, and 11°3 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 10U0 living were :—from all causes, 17:1 in Bootle, 17°2 in 
Bolton, 17°3 in Middlesbrough, 17:4 in Barnsley, 18°5 in Aberdare, 











* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but tor the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the 
annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards embody full correction.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2307 BIRTHS and 1049 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
38 and the deaths 78 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 10°6, 11°8, and 10°7-per 1000 
in the three weeks ended July llth, July 18th, and July 25th, 
rose last week to 12:1. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 11:3 per 1000, being 0-2 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. . 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4, 4, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 1, this being 1 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 47, 35, and 31 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 35, and were 17 above the 
corrected average ; of these 9 belonged to the Borough of Shoreditch, 
) to Stepney, and 4 to Ber mondsey. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 9, 1, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 
7, and were 4 above the corrected average. ‘I'he deaths from 
whooping- cough, which had been 18, 19, and 19 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 14, but were 1 ‘above the corrected average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 4,11, and 14 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, fell to 8, and were 2 below the corrected average ; 
3 deaths belonged to Stepney. The deaths from diarrhea and 


enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 21, 38, and 34 in the | 


preceding three weeks, rose to 67; of these 7 belonged to Poplar, 
6 to Lambeth, and 5 each to Hackney, St. Pancras, Battersea, South- 
wark, and Stepney. The deaths from influenza numbered 3, having 
been 5, 7, and 5 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 42 deaths, 8 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Hight of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, eight to drowning, and three, of infants under one year of 
age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 37 cases of 
enteric fever, 26 of measles, 3154 of scarlet fever, 162 of whooping- 
cough, and 1048 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those. in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 5, 6, and 5; of 
measles, 3 cases, against 9. 1, and 1; of- scarlet fever, 405 cases 
against 414, 430, and 414; of whooping- cough, 1 case, against 0, 
Le and Us and of diphtheria, 130 cases, against 130, 144, and 124.

RETURNS RELATING TO METROPOLITAN WATER. LONDON. 


(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of June, 1914. The supply was in the ratio of 232 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 


control.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 12:0 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended July 18th, July 25th, and August Ist, the rates 
had been 11:6, 11°3, and 12:1 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all, causes, 163 in Wolverhampton, 
16'7 in Southport, 17:0 in Liverpool, 17:1 in Swansea, 18°5 in Bootle, 








* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the 
annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards embody full correction.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1813 BIRTHS and 1033 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
299 below and the deaths 38 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. he annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 11°8, 10°7, and 12:1 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended July 18th, July 25th, and August Ist, 
fell last week to 11°9. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 11°6 per 1000, being 0-4 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4, 2, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 2, this being equal to the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 35, 31, and 35 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 33, but were 10 above the 
corrected average; of these 6 each belonged to the Boroughs of 
Shoreditch, Stepney, and Southwark. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 1, 4, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 
4, this being equal to the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 19, 19, and 14 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell further to 8, and were 9 below the corrected average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 11, 14, and 8 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, fell to 7, and were equal to the corrected average. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, 
which had been 38, 34, and 67 in the preceding three weeks, rose | 
to 69; of these 8 belonged to Poplar, 7 to Bethnal Green and to 
Stepney, and 6 each to St. Pancras, Islington, and Deptford. One 
death from influenza was registered last week, against 7, 5, and 3 in 
the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 34 deaths, concerning all 
of which inquests were held. Of these 34 deaths, 9 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 25 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Seven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, five to burns and scelds, and four, of infants under one year 
of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 37 cases of 
enteric fever, 23 of measles, 3155 of scarlet fever, 148 of whooping- 
cough, and 1058 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 6, 5, and 10; of 
measles, no case, against. 1, 1, and 3; of scarlet fever, 378 cases, 
against 430, 414, and 405; of whooping-cough, no case, against 0, 
0,and 1; and of diphtheria, 118 cases, against 144, 124, and 130.

the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 

For Greater London there were 2901 births and 1488 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population these numbers are 
461 and 51 below the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°64 inches, and that of the Thermometer 59°-5, the latter being 
2°°7 below the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
general direction of the wind was South-Westerly, the horizontal 
movement of the air being 13 per cent. above the week’s average in the 
40 years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 30°3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°88 
of an inch

For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 12°6 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended July 25th, August Ist, and August 8th, the rates 
had been 11°3, 12:1, and 12°0 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks ; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 17-0 in Gateshead, 181 in 
Sunderland, 18:4 in Barnsley, 18°7 in Tynemouth, 19:2 in Liverpool, 





* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were exeluded in this 
Return.

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the 
annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards embody full correction. 

The provisional estimates of population are based on the results of the Censuses 


of 1901 and 1911.

Oldham. No death from smadl-pox was registered in any of the 
ninety-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2329 BIRTHS and 1056 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
240 above and the deaths 37 below the average numbers in the — 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 10:7, 12:1, and 11:9 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended July 25th, August Ist, and August 8th, 
rose last week to 12°2. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 11:7 per 1000, being 0:1 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 1, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 4, and were 1 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 31, 35, and 33 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 46, and were 24 above the 
corrected average ; of these 9 belonged to the Borough of Shoreditch, 
and 5 each to Stepney and Islington. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 4, 7, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 
3, and were 2 below the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 19, 14, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 20, and were 5 above the corrected average ; 
3 of these belonged to Wandsworth. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 14, 8, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 2, 
and were 6 below the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 34, 67, and 69 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 102; of these 14 belonged to 
Stepney, 8 to Shoreditch, 8 to Lambeth, and 7 to Bethnal Green. 
The deaths from influenza numbered 2, having been 5, 3, and 1 in 
the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, concerning all but 1 
of which inquests were held. Of these 43 deaths, 13 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 30 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Seven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, seven to drowning, four to burns and scalds, and two, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 34 cases of 
enteric fever, 18 of measles, 3072 of scarlet fever, 122 of whooping- 
cough, and 1038 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 3 cases, against 5, 10, and 7; of 
measles, 2 cases, against 1, 3, and 0; of scarlet fever, 339 cases, 
against 414, 405, and 378; of whooping-cough, 0 case, against 0, 
l,and 0; and of diphtheria, 100 cases, against 124, 130, and 118.

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” 7.é:. 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


For Greater London there were 3754 births and 1598 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population these numbers are 
210 above and 80 below the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°97 inches, and that of the Thermometer 64°0, the latter being 
1"6 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 4 per cent. kelow the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 51:9 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0-02 
ot an inch.

For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 12°3 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated | at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended August Ist, August 8th, and August 15th, the rates 
had been 12:1, 12:0, and 12°6 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 17-6 in Bury and in 
Rotherham, 17:7 in Wigan, 18°5 in Bootle, 18°38 in Warrington, 


* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the 
annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 cnwards embody full correction.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2240 BIRTHS and 1109 DEATHS 
registered. AHowing for decrease of population, the births were 
12 and the deaths 3 below the average numbers in the corre- 
sponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 121, 11:9, and 12:2 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended August Ist, August 8th, and August 15th, 
rose last week to 12°8. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 12°3 per 1000, being 0°2 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. 

There were no deaths from enteric fever, the numbers having been 
1, 2, and 4 for the preceding three weeks, and the corrected average 
being 2. The deaths from measles, which had been 35, 33, and 46 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 36, but were 14 above the 
corrected average ; of these 4 belonged to the Borough of Finsbury, 
4 to Shoreditch, and 3 each to Islington, Bethnal Green, and 
Camberwell. ‘he deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 4, 
and 4 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 8, and were 3 above 
the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 14, 8, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 18, but 
were 2 above the corrected average; of these 3 belonged to 
Camberwell. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 8, 7, and 
2 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 7, this being equal to the 
corrected average. The deaths from diarrhwa and enteritis under 2 
years of age, which had been 67, 69, and 102 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose further to 109; of these 12 belonged to Stepney, 11 to 
Islington, and 9 each to Southwark and to Lambeth. The deaths from 
influenza numbered 4, having been 3, 1, and 2 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths, concerning all but 1 
of which inquests were held. Of these 48 deaths, 8 were cases of 
suicide and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 39 were attributed to 
accident or negligence. Twelve of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, five to drowning, and five, of infants under 
one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 44 cases of 
enteric fever, 17 of measles, 3071 of scarlet fever, 114 of whooping- 
cough, and 1016 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (fable 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 13 cases, against 10, 7, and 3; of 
measles, 1 case, against 3, 0, and 2; of scarlet fever, 414 cases, 
against 405, 378, and 335; of whooping-cough, 0 case, against 1, 
0,and 0; and of diphtheria, 132 cases, against 130, 118, and 100.

For Greater London there were 3563 births and 1635 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population these numbers are 
78 and 89 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks 
of the previous five years, 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°90 inches, and that of the Thermometer 62°1, the latter being 
0°-4 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 16 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 52°4 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0:01 
of an inch.

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RETURNS RELATING to METROPOLITAN WATER. LONDON.

The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of July, 1914. The supply was in the ratio of 243 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13°6 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended August 8th, August 15th, and August 22nd, the rates 
had been 12:0, 12°6, and 12°3 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 21°6 in Gloucester, 21-7 

in Oldham, 22:0 in South Shields, 22°9 in Tynemouth, 23:2 in 








* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 

excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates .therefore 
tend to be understated.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2137 BIRTHS and 1179 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
100 below and the deaths 36 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 11°9, 12°2, and 12°8 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended August 8th, August 15th, and August 22nd, 
rose last week to 13°6. The death-rate in the four weeks ended: 
last Saturday averaged 12°6 per 1000, being equal to the mean rate 
in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. ; 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 4, and 0 in the — 
preceding three weeks, rose to 4, and were 2 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 33, 46, and 36 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 34, but were 14 above the 
corrected average ; of these 6 belonged to the Borough of Bethnal Green, 
6 to Poplar, 4 to Stepney, 3 to Fulham, and 3 to Islington. The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 4, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 4, this being equal to the corrected average. ‘The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 8, 20, and 13 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 16, and were 6 above the corrected 
average; of these 3 belonged to Shoreditch. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 7, 2, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 13, and were 7 above the corrected average. The deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 
69, 102, and 109 in the preceding three weeks, rose further to 161 ; 
of these 21 belonged to Stepney, 148 each to Islington and Shoreditch, 
11 each to Southwark and Lambeth, and 10 to Bermondsey. The 
deaths from influenza numbered 4, having been 1, 2, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all but 1 
of which inquests were heid. Of these 50 deaths, 12 were cases of 
suicide and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 37 were attributed to 
accident or negligence. Four of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, seven to drowning, three to burns and scalds, 
and two, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 39 cases of 
enteric fever, 17 of measles, 3216 of scarlet fever, 80 of whooping- 
cough, and 1081 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 7, 3, and 13; of 
measles, 2 cases, against 0, 2, and 1; of scarlet fever, 536 cases, 
against 378, 335, and 414; and of diphtheria, 164 cases, against 118, 
100, and 132. Table 9, compiled and furnished by the Medical

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” #.e., 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


For Greater London there were 3456 births and 1710 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population these numbers are 
109 and 51 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks 
of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°86 inches, and that of the Thermometer 64°-4, the latter being 
3°°8 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 26 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 
years ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in 
the week was 35:3 hours; the measured rainfail amounted to 0:17 
of an inch.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TowNns.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14:4 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated ¢ at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended August 15th, August 22nd, and August 29th, the rates 
had been 12°6, 12°3, and 13°6 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

_ Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 21:0 in Gateshead, 21:2 in 
Stoke on Trent and in Tynemouth, 21°6 in Liverpool, 23:9 in 


* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is smewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. . 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the 
annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards embody full correction. 

The provisional estimates of population are based on the results of the Censuses 
f 1901 and 1911. 
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Middlesbrough, and 24°8 in South Shields; and from measles, 1:1 
in Leeds and in West Ham, and 4:5 in Oldham. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the ninety-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2188 BIRTHS and 1332 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
19 and the deaths 213 above the average numbers in the corre- 
sponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 12:2, 12°8, and 13°6 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended August 15th, August 22nd, and August 
29th, rose last week to 15:4. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 13°5 per 1000, being 0°6 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4, 0, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 3, but were 1 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 46, 36, and 34 
in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 24, but were 12 above 
the corrected average; of these 4 belonged to the Borough of 
Southwark, and 3 each to Hackney, Finsbury, and Bethnal Green. 
Lhe deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 8, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 8, and were 6 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 20, 13, 
and 16 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 22, and were 7 above 
the corrected average; of these 4 belonged to Paddington, 4 to 
Southwark, and 3 each to Hackney, Shoreditch, and Wandsworth. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 2, 7, and 13 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 6, this being equa! to the corrected 
average. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years -of 
age, Which had been 102, 109, and 162in the preceding three weeks, 
rose further to 269; of these 19 belonged to Stepney, 18 each to 
Bermondsey and Lambeth, and 17 each to Islington, Shoreditch, 
and Bethnal Green. There were no deaths from influenza, the 
numbers having been 2, 4, and 4 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths, concerning all but 1 
of which inquests were held. Of these 57 deaths, 7 were cases of 
suicide and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 48 were attributed to 
accident or negligence. Hleven of these latter were referred to 


vehicles in the streets, three to burns and scalds, and five, of infants 


under one year of age, to suffocation in bed.

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 45 cases of 
enteric fever, 13 of measles, 3318 of scarlet fever, 63 of whooping- 
cough, and 1093 of diphtheria under treatment in .these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 14: cases, against 3, 13, and 4; of 
measles, 2 cases, against 2, 1, and 2; of scarlet fever, 548 cases, 
against 335, 414, and 536; and of diphtheria, 181 cases, against 101, 
132, and 164. Table 9, compiled and furnished by the Medical

For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 15°2 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended August 22nd, August 29th, and September 5th, the 
rates had been 12°3, 13°6, and 14:4 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 

- the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 22°9 in Liverpool, 23-4 in 
Wigan, 23°5 in Stoke on Trent and in Middlesbrough, 23:7 in 








* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only chose of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, bit in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated.

For LONDON there were 2181 BIRTHS and 1394 DEATHS 


registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
92 and the deaths 271 above the average numbers in the corre- 
sponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 12°8, 13°6, and 15:4 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended August 22nd, August 29th, and September 
oth, rose last week to 16:1. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 14°5 per 1000, being 1°5 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 4, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 3, this being equal to the 
corrected average. The deaths from measles, which had been 36, 
34, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 28, and were 14 
above the corrected average; of these 7 belonged to the Borough 
of Islington and 4 to Stepney. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 8, 4, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
further to 12, and were 8 above the corrected average. ‘he deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 13, 16, and 22 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 17, but were 4 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 7, 13, and 
6 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 16, and were 7 above the 
corrected average. ‘The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 
years of age, which had been 109, 162, and 269 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose further to 321; of these 31 belonged to Islington, 
31 to Stepney, 24 to Poplar, 22 to Lambeth, 20 to Southwark, 19 to 
Wandsworth, and 18 to Bethnal Green. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 8 having been 4, 4, and 0 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 62 deaths, concerning all but 1 
of which inquests were held. Of these 62 deaths, 13 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 49 were attributed to accident or 
negligence. Seventeen of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, nine to drowniug, five to burns and scalds, and seven, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 50 cases of 
enteric fever, 13 of measles, 3500 of scarlet fever, 41 of whooping- 
cough, and 1134 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 12 cases, against 13, 4, and 14; of 
measles, 0 case, against 1, 2, and 2; of scarlet fever, 619 cases, 
against 414, 536, and 548; and of diphtheria, 193 cases, against 132,

NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 15:1 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended August 29th, September 5th, and September 12th, the 
rates had been 13°6, 14:4, and 15°2 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from adl causes, 24:2 in Barnsley, 24°5 in 
Great Yarmouth and in Sunderland, 25: 2 in Middlesbrough, 26°6 in 








* The deaths in Greater London: and in the other’ great Woe have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return.

For LONDON there were 2091 BIRTHS and 1348 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
21 below and the deaths 216 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 13°6, 15:4, and 16°1 per 1000 in 
the three weeks ended August 29th, September Sth, and September 
12th, fell last week to 15:6. The death-rate in the four weeks ended 
last Saturday averaged 15:2 per 1000, being 2°2 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4, 3, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 4, and were 1 above the corrected - 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 34, 24, and 28 
in the preceding three weeks, feil to 20, but were 9 above the 
corrected average; of these 4 belonged to the Borough of Stepney, 
and 3 each to Islington and Finsbury. The deaths from scarlet 
Sever, which had been 4, 8, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 6, but were 4 above the corrected average. ‘The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 16, 22, and 17 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell further to 15, but were 2 above the corrected 
average; of these 3 each belonged to Stepney, Battersea, and 
Camberwell. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 13, 6, 
and 16 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 13, but were 6 above 
the corrected average ; of these 5 belonged to Lambeth. The deaths 


from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 


162, 269, and 320 in the preceding three weeks, rose further to 325 ; 
of these 29 belonged to Southwark, 26 to Lambeth, 24 to Islington, 
23 to Poplar, and 20 each to Stepney and Camberwell. The deaths 
from influenza numbered 1, having been 4, 0, and 8 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 58 deaths, concerning all but 4 
of which inquests were held. Of these 58 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 46 were attributed to 
other forms of violence. Nine of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, eight to drowning, and three, of infants under 
one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 54 cases of 
enteric fever, 10 of measles, 3669 of scarlet fever, 30° of whooping- 
cough, and 1189 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 4, 14, and 12; of 
measles, 1 case, against 2, 2, and 0; of scarlet fever, 551 cases, 
against 530, 548, and 619; of whooping-cough, 1 case against 0, 0, 
and 0; and of diphtheria, 187 cases, against 164, 181, and 193,

NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.” 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 157 
yer 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended September 5th, September 12th, and September 19th, 
the rates had been 14:4, 15°2, and 15:1 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1600 living were :—from all causes, 22°0 in Preston, 22:7 in 
Middlesbrough, 22°9 in South Shields, 23:2 in Liverpool, 23°8 in 














* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return.

For LONDON there were 2176 ‘BIRTHS and 1343 DEATHS 
registered. 
D0 and the deaths 202 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 15:4, 16:1, and 15°6 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended September 5th, September 12th, and 
September 19th, fell last week to 15°5. The-.death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Satur day averaged 15:7 per 1000, being 2°7 per 1000 
above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1909-13. 

There was one death from enteric fever, the numbers having been 
d, 0, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, this is 5 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from measles, which had been 24, 28, 
and 20 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 24, and were 14 
above the corrected average; of these 6 belonged to the Borough of 
Stepney, 4 to Shoreditch, and 3 to Southwark. ‘The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 8, 12, and 6 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell further to 5, but were 1 above the corrected average. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 22, 17, and 15 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell further to 13, but were 2 above the 
corrected average; of these 3 belonged to Islington. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 6, 16, and 13 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 18, and were 7 above the corrected average ; of 
these 4 belonged to Lambeth, and 3 each to St. Pancras, Hackney, 
and Wandsworth. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 
years of age, which had been 269, 320, and 325 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 245; of these 26. belonged to Stepney, 19 to 
Lambeth, 18 to Southwark, and 15 to Islington. The deaths from 
influenza numbered 7, having been 0, 8, and 1 in the preceding 
three weeks.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14:3 
er 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated 7 at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended September 12th, September 19th, and September 26th, 
the rates had been 15°2, 15:1, and 15:7 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of: the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 
Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 21:2 in Tynemouth, 21°6 in 
Warrington, 21°8 in Great Yarmouth and in Wakefield, 22:0 in 











* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions geuerally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the 
annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards embody full correction.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2112 BIRTHS and 1291 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
19 below and the deaths 145 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 16:1, 15°6, and 15:5 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended September 12th, September 19th, and 
September 26th, fell last week to 14:9. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 15°5 per 1000, being 2°4 per 1000 
above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 4, and I in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 4, but were 1 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 28, 20, and 24 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 19, but were 10 above the 
corrected average; of these 6 belonged to the Borough of Southwark, 
and 3 to Islington. ‘he deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 12, 6, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, were again 3, 
this being 1 above the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 17, 15, and 13 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell further to 12, and were equal to the corrected 
average, The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 16, 13, 
and 18 in the preceding three weeks, rose further to 19, and were 
J above the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 320, 325, and 245 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 183; of these 21 belonged to 
Stepney, 15 to Islington, and 14 to Camberwell. The deaths from 
influenza numbered 5, having been 8, 1, and 7 in the preceding 
three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 40 deaths, concerning all but 5 
of which inquests were held. Of these 40 deaths, 6 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. T'welve of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, three to drowning, and four, including three of infants under 
one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 61 cases of 
enteric fever, 26 of measles, 4196 of scarlet fever, 34 of whooping- 
cough, and 1307 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 15 cases, against 12, 11, and 9; of 
measles, 10 cases, against 0, 1, and 9; of scarlet fever, 640 cases, 
against 619, 551, and 674; of whooping-cough, 3 cases, against 0, 1, 
and 6; and of diphtheria, 195 cases, against 193, 187, and 194.

The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of August, 1914. The supply was in the ratio of 227 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their

NINETY-SEVEN GREAT Towns.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13°9 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended September 19th, September 26th, and October 3rd, 
the rates had been 15:1, 15°7, and 14°3 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

_ Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
“per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 19°3 in Stockton on Lees, 
19°4- in Liverpool, 19°9 in Great Yarmouth, 20°2 in Warrington, 








* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying ‘institutions, Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the

For LONDON there were 2071 BIRTHS and 1192 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
19 below and the deaths 49 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 15°6, 15°5, and 14:9 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended September 19th, September 26th, and 
October 3rd, fell last week to 13°8. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 15:0 per 1000, being 1°8 per 1000 
ra the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 

-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had heen 4, 1, and 4 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 2, this being 3 below the corrected 
average. The deaths from measles, which had been 20, 24, and 
19 in the preceding three weeks, rose again to 24, and were 13 
above the corrected average; of these 3 belonged to the Borough 
of Hackney, and 3 to Southwark. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 6, 5, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
to 4, this being equal to the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 15, 18, and 12 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell further to 11, this being equal to the corrected 
average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 13, 18, 
and 19 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 17, but were 8 above 
the corrected average; of these 3 belonged to Islington. The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 3825, 245, and 183 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
further to 123; of these 14 belonged to Bethnal Green, 12 to South- 
wark, and 11 to Islington. The deaths from influenza numbered 
12, having been 1, 7, and 5 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 47 deaths, concerning all but 2 


‘of which inquests were held. Of these 47 deaths, 4 were cases of 


suicide and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 42 were attributed to 
other forms of violence. Nine of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, six to burns and scalds, four to drowning, 
and one, of an infant under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 67 cases of 
enteric fever, 30 of measles, 4363 of scarlet fever, 34 of whooping- 
cough, and 1412 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table d). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 16 cases, against 11, 9, and 15; of 
measles, 9 cases, against 1, ‘¢ and 10 ; of scarlet, fever, 670 cases, 
against 551, 674, and 640; of whooping- cough, 3 cases, against 1, 6, 
and os and of. diphtheria, 241 cases, against 187, 194, and 195.

The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
30°11 inches, and that of the Thermometer 52°-9, the latter being 
0O°-7 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 28 per cent. kelow the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
week was 19°5 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0:00 of 
an inch.

In the three 
weeks ended September 26th, October 3rd, and October 10th, the 
rates had been 15-7, 14°3, and 13°9 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates

No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the ninety-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1968 BIRTHS and 1205 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
118 and the deaths 11 below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 15°5, 14:9, and 13°8 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended September 26th, October 3rd, and 
October 10th, rose last week to 13:9. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 14°5 per 1000, being 1:1 per 1000 


above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years © 


1909-138. , 
The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 4, and 2 in 


the preceding three weeks, were again 2, this being 4 below the ~ 


corrected average. The deaths from measles, which had been 24, | 


19, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 21, but were 7 
above the corrected average; of these 4 belonged to the Borough 
of St. Pancras and 3 to Bethnal Green. ‘The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 5, 5, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 6, this being 1 above the corrected average. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 13, 12, and 11 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, rose to 13, and were 3 above the corrected 
average; of these 3 belonged to Fulham and 3 to Southwark. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 18, 19, and 
17 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 16, but were 7 above 
the corrected average ; of these 4 belonged to Islington. The deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 
245, 183, and 123 in the preceding three weeks, fell further to 91; 
of these 14 belonged to Southwark, and 7 each to Islington, Bethnal 
Green, and Stepney. The deaths from influenza numbered lI, 
having been 7, 5, and 12 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, concerning all but 1 
of which inquests were held. Of these 50 deaths, 12 were cases of 
suicide and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 36 were attributed to 
other forms of violence. Sixteen of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, and three, of infants under one year of age, 
to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 71 cases of 
enteric fever, 30 of measles, 4473 of scarlet fever, 34 of whooping- 
cough, and 1443 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 9, 15, and 16; of 
measles, 4 cases, against 9, 10, and 9; of scarlet fever, 650 cases, 


against 674, 640, and 670; of whooping-cough, 4 cases, against 6, 3, — 


and 3; and of diphtheria, 204 cases, against 194, 195, and 241.

For Greater London there were 3097 births and 1824 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population these numbers are 
308 below and 23 above the respective averages in the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°83 inches, and that of the Thermometer 51°:3, the latter being 
1°-1 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of the wind was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 30 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906. The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
week was 3°3 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°19 of 
an inch.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13°8 

er 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended October 3rd, October 10th, and October 17th, the 
rates had been 14°3, 13:9, and 13-4 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 16°6 in Halifax, 17:0 in 
Sunderland, 17:2 in Great Yarmouth, 19-7 in Exeter, 20°0 in 


* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2086 wirRTHS and 1273 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
69 below and the deaths 67 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14°9, 13°8, and 13:9 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended October 3rd, October 10th, and October 
17th, rose last week to 14:7. The death-rate in the four weeks 
ended last Saturday averaged 14°3 per 1000, being 0-7 per 1000 
res the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1909-18. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4, 2, and 2 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, and were 3 below the 
corrected average. The deaths from measles, which had been 19, 
24, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, were 22, and were equal 
to the corrected average; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Islington and 3 to Southwark. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 5, 4, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
to 3, the corrected average being 4. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 12, 11, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 8, and were equal to the corrected average. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 19, 17, and 16 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 30, and were 18 above the corrected average ; 
4 deaths belonged to Wandsworth, 4 to Camberwell, and 4 to 
Woolwich. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years 
of age, which had been 183, 123, and 91 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell to 76; 10 deaths belonged to Lambeth, 8 to 
Poplar, 6 to Islington, and 6 to Stepney. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 7, having been 5, 12, and 11 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 51 deaths, concerning all but 5 
of which inquests were held. Of these 51 deaths, 10 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 41 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Eleven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, and six, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation 
in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 69 cases of 
enteric fever, 32 of measles, 4616 of scarlet fever, 38 of whooping- 
cough, and 1481 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 11 cases, against 15, 16, and 11; of 
measles, 8 cases, against 10, 9, and 4; of scarlet fever, 657 cases, 
against 640, 670, and 650; of whooping-cough, 6 cases, against 3, 3, 
and 4; and of diphtheria, 225 cages, against 195, 241, and 204.

GREATER LONDON (comprising London and the “Outer Ring,” i.e., . 
the remainder of the Metropolitan Police District). 


For Greater London there were 3380 births and 1803 deaths 
registered. Allowing for increase of population these numbers are 
120 and 2 below the respective averages in the corresponding weeks 
of the previous five years. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean reading of the Barometer last week at Greenwich was 
29°80 inches, and that of the Thermometer 51°-6, the latter being 
3°"1 above the week’s average in the 65 years ended 1905. The 
direction of. the wind. was variable, the horizontal movement of 
the air being 16 per cent. below the week’s average in the 40 years 
ended 1906, The duration of registered bright sunshine in the 
week was 6°5 hours; the measured rainfall amounted to 0°13 of 
an inch.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13°5 

er 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended October 10th, October 17th, and October 24th, the 
rates had been 13°9, 13°4, and 13°8 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 18°5 in Stockton on Tees, 
90:4 in Liverpool, 20°5 in Gateshead, 20°38 in Newcastle on Tyne, 








* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London | 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out.

No death from smali-pox was registered in 
any of the ninety-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2192 BIRTHS and 1224 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
87 and the deaths 76 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 13°8, 13°9, and 14:7 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended October 10th, October 17th, and October 
24th, fell last week to 14:1, and was equal to the average death-rate 
in the four weeks ended last Saturday, which was 0°5 per 1000 
above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1909-13. : 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 2, and 3 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 4 last week, the corrected average 
being 5. The deaths from measles, which had been 24, 21, and 
22 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 30, and were 6 above the 
corrected average; 6 deaths belonged to the Borough of Hackney, 
5 to Southwark, 5 to Lambeth, 3 to Hammersmith, and 3. to 
Shoreditch. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 
6,and 3 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 10, and were 7 above 
the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 11, 13, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, further 
declined to 6, and were equal to the corrected average. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 17, 16, and 30 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 20, but were 9 above the corrected average. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 123, 91, and 76 in the preceding three weeks, fell further 
to 44; 6 deaths belonged to Bethnal Green, 5 to Islington, and 5 
to Poplar. The deaths from influenza numbered 9, having been 12, 
11, and 7 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 82 deaths, concerning which 
inquests were held in 68 cases. Of these 82 deaths, 13 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 68 were 
attributed to other forms of violence. Fourteen of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, and seven, of infants under one 
year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 69 cases of 
enteric fever, 47 of measles, 4683 of scarlet fever, 54 of whooping- 
cough, and 1505 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 16, 11, and 11; of 
measles, 20 cases, against 9, 4, and 8; of scarlet fever, 598 cases, 
against 670, 650, and 657; of whooping-cough, 17 cases, against 3, 4, 
and 6; and of diphtheria, 197 cases, against 241, 204, and 225.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TowNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13-4 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended October 17th, October 24th, and October 31st, the 
rates had been 13:4, 13°8, and 13°5 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were -—from all causes, 18°38 in Wigan, 18°) in 
Salford, 20-1 in Gateshead, 20°2 in Merthyr Tydfil, 21-1 in Liverpool,

_ * The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out.

For LONDON there were 2075 BIRTHS and 1202 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
174 below and the deaths 11 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 13°9, 14°7, and 14:1 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended October 17th, October 24th, and October 
31st, fell last week to 13:9. The death-rate in the four weeks ended ~ 
last Saturday averaged 14°2 per 1000, being 0°5 per 1000 above the 
mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 1909-13. | 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 3, and 4 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, the corrected average 
being 4. The deaths from measles, which had been 21, 22, and 
30 in the preceding three weeks, further rose to 41, and were 15 
above the corrected average; 7 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Hackney, 6 to Islington, 5 to Stepney, and 4 to Shoreditch. The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 6, 3, and 10 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 6, but were 2 above the corrected 
average. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 13, 8, 
and 6 in the preceding three weeks, were again 6 last week, the 
corrected average being 8. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 16, 30, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 24, and 
were 13 above the corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to Stepney 
and 3 to Wandsworth. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 91, 76, and 44 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 49; 6 deaths belonged to Finsbury, 5 each to 
Bethnal Green and Battersea, and 4 each to St. Pancras and Stepney. 
The deaths from influenza numbered 10, having been 11, 7 and 9 
in the preceding three weeks. 3 

Different forms of violence caused 73 deaths, concerning which 
inquests were held in 52 cases. Of these 73 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 68 were attributed to other forms 
of violence. Seventeen of these latter were referred to vehicles in 
the streets, four to burns and scalds, and five of infants under one 
year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 74 cases of 
enteric fever, 95 of measles, 4769 of scarlet fever, 57 of whooping- 
cough, and 1525 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were’ as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 13 cases, against 11, 11, and 8; of 
measles, 15 cases, against 4, 8, and 19; of scarlet fever, 696 cases, 


against 650, 657, and 598; of whooping-cough, 4 cases, against 4, 6, 


and 17; and of diphtheria, 185 cases, against 204, 225, and 197.

RETURNS RELATING TO METROPOLITAN WATER. LONDON. 


(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of September, 1914. The supply was in the ratio of 229 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive. of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 
control.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 13°0 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended October 24th, October 31st, and November 7th, the 
rates had been 13°8, 13:5, and 13:4 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death-rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 17-0 in Gateshead, 17-1 in 
Wigan, 17°6 in Blackpool, 17°38 in Merthyr Tydfil, 18°6 in Hudders- 





* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return, Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the 
annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards embody full correction.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 20838 BIRTHS and 1153 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
147 and the deaths 74, respectively, below the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14°7, 14:1, and 13°9 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended October 24th, October 31st, and November 
7th, further declined last week to 13:3. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 14:0 per 1000, being 0°2 per 
1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 4, and 3 in 
the preceding three weeks, were again 3 last week, and were equal 
to the corrected average. The deaths from measles, which had 
been 22, 30, and 41 in the preceding three weeks, feli to 35, but 
were 4above the corrected average ; 7 deaths belonged to the Borough 
of Hackney, 5 to Hammersmith, 4 each to Stepney and Wandsworth, 
and 3 each to Southwark and Lambeth. ‘The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 3, 10, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose. to 8, and were 3 above the corrected average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 8, 6, and 6 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 11, the corrected average being 10. ‘The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 30, 20, and 24 in the preceding 
three weeks, declined to 12, but were 2 above the corrected average ; 
3 deaths belonged to Lambeth. The deaths from diarrhwa and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 76, 44, and 49 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 36; 4 deaths belonged to Poplar, and 
3 each to the City of Wes.minster, Shoreditch, Wandsworth, and 
Camberwell. The deaths from influenza numbered 6, having been 
7, 9 and 10 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 62 deaths, concerning which 
inquests were held in 45 cases. Of these 62 deaths, 9 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 53 were attributed to other forms 
of violence. Seven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, three to poisoning, four to burns and scalds, four to drowning, 
and three, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 72 cases of 
enteric fever, 62 of measles, 49/6 of scarlet fever, 57 of whooping- 
cough, and 1602 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 11, 8, and 13; of 
measles, 14 cases, against 8,19, and 15; of scarlet fever, 751 cases, 
against 657, 598, and 690; of whooping-cough, 2 cases, against 6, 17, 
and 4; and of diphtheria, 228 cases, against 225, 197, and 185,

Measured by last. week’s mortality, the highest annual death rates 
per 1000 living were -—from all causes, 20°3 in Barnsley, 20°9 in 
Great Yarmouth, 21:0 in Middlesbrough, 21:2 in Grimsby, 22°3 in 











* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2011 BIRTHS and 1264 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 117 
below and the deaths 2 above the respective average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 14:1, 13°9, and 13°3 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended October 3lst, November 7th, and 
November 14th, rose last week to 14:6. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 14:0 per 1000, being 0°1 per 
1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4, 3, and 3 in 
the preceding three weeks, were again 3 last week, the corrected 
average being 2. The deaths from measles, which had been 30, 41, 
and 35 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 39, and were 5 above 
the corrected average; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of Hackney, 
5 to Stepney, 4 to Southwark, and 3 each to Fulham, St. Pancras, 
and Camberwell. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
10, 6, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 10, and were 4 
above the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 6, 6, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, further 
rose to 12, the corrected average being 11; 3.deaths belonged to 
Lambeth. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 20, 24, and 
12 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 20, and were 6 above the 
corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged to Islington and 3 to Poplar. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 43, 49, and 36 in the preceding three weeks, further fell 
to 34, of which 5 belonged to Islington, 3 to Finsbury, and 3 
to Deptford. The deaths from influenza numbered 7, having been 
9, 10 and 6 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths, of which 48 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 57 deaths, 4 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 52 were 
attributed to other forms of violence. Eleven of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, three to burns and scalds, and six, 
including five of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 66 cases of 
enteric fever, 54 of measles, 5005 of scarlet fever, 59 of whooping- 
cough, and 1631 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 8, 13, and 10; of 
measles, 12 cases, against 19, 15, and 14; of scarlet fever, 627 cases, 
against 998, 690, and 751; of whooping-cough, 3 cases, against 17, 4, 
and 2; and of diphtheria, 210 cases, against 197, 185, and 228,

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 16°6 

er 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated } at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended November 7th, November 14th, and November 21st, the 
rates had been 13:4, 13:0, and 14°3 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death rates 
per 1000 living were -—from all causes, 21°77 in Wigan, 22°9 in 
Barrow in Furness, 23°2 in Rhondda, 23°3 in Newcastle on Tyne,

commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying -in 
certain outlying institutions.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2047 BIRTHS and 1424 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the -births were 
45 below and the deaths 62 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 13°9, 13°3, and 14°6 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended November 7th, November 14th, and 
November 21st, rose last week to 16°4. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 14°6 per 1000, and was equal 
to the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1909-138. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3 in each of 
the preceding three weeks, were again 3 last week, the corrected 
average being 2. The deaths from measles, which had been 41, 35, 
and 39 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 43, and were 4 
above the corrected average; 11 deaths belonged to the Borough 
of Hackney, 6 to Stepney, 6 to Southwark, 5 to Lambeth, and 3 to 
Fulham. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 6, 8, 
and 10 in the preceding three weeks, further rose to 14, and were 
9 in the excess of the corrected average. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 6, 11, and 12 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 5, and were 8 below the corrected average. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 24, 12, and 20 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 24, and were double the corrected average ; 3 
deaths belonged to Islington, 3 to Southwark, and 3 to Deptford. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 49, 36, and 34 in the preceding three weeks, further declined 
to 28; 5 deaths belonging to Paddington and 3 each to Hackney, 
Southwark, and Lambeth. The deaths from influenza numbered 10, 
having been 10, 6, and 7 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of. violence caused 59 deaths, concerning all but 6 
of which inquests were held. Of these 59 deaths, 3 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 55 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Six of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, thirteen to burns and scalds, and eight, of 
infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 63 cases of 
enteric fever, 00 of measles, 5035 of scarlet fever, 56 of whooping- 
cough, and 1653 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—-Of enteric fever, 3 cases, against 13, 10, and 5; of 
measles, 9 cases, against 15, 14, and 12; of scarlet fever, 623 cases, 
against 690, 151, and 627; of whooping-cough, 0 case, against 4, 2, 
and 3; and of diphtheria, 182 cases, against 185, 228, and 210.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 15:3 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended November 14th, November 21st, and November 28th, 
the rates had been 13:0, 14:3, and 16°6 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks ; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 194 in Wigan, 20:0 in 
Bath and in Newcastle on Tyne, 20°3 in West Bromwich, 21:1 in 





* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the 
annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 cnwards embody full correction.

Stockton on Tees, 21°6 in Plymouth, and 24°7 in Gloucester and in 
Rotherham ; from measles, 1:4 in Smethwick, in Bolton, and in 
Huddersfield, 1:7 in Wigan and in Gateshead, 2°0 in Wakefield, 
9-2 in Edmonton, 2°3 in Northampton, 2°4 in Rotherham, 277 in 
Grimsby, and 42 in Newcastle on Tyne; from whooping cough, 
16 in Rhondda and 1:7 in Tynemouth ; and from diphtheria, 2°7 in 
Great Yarmouth. No death from small-pox was registered in any of 
the ninety-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1914 BIRTHS and 1325 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
115 and the deaths 99 below the respective average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 13°3, 14°6, and 16:4 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended November 14th, November 2lst, and 
November 28th, fell last week to 15°3. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 14:9 per 1000, being 0°3 per 
1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

No death from enteric fever was registered last week against 3 
in each of the preceding three weeks, and a corrected average of 3. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 35, 39, and 43 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 37, and were 6 below the corrected 
average; 7 deaths belonged to the Borough of Lambeth, 6 to 
Hackney, 5 to St. Pancras, and 3 each to Hammersmith, Bethnal 
Green, and Southwark. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 8, 10, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, declined to 10, 
but were 5 above the corrected average. The deaths from whooping 
cough, which had been 11, 12, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 9, the corrected average being 10. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 12, 20, and 24 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rcse to 30, and were 21 above the corrected average ; 
4 deaths belonged to Stepney, 4 to Woolwich, and 3 to Wandsworth. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 36, 34, and 28 in the preceding three weeks, were 30; 4 
deaths belonging to Islington, 4 to Stepney, and 3 each to South- 
wark and Camberwell]. The deaths from influenza numbered 10 
having been 6, 7, and 10 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 59 deaths, of which 48 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 59 deaths, 8 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 51 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. ‘Ten of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 
eight to burns and scalds, and six, of infants under one year of age, 
to suffocation in bed.

CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 61 cases of 
enteric fever, 47 of measles, 4980 of scarlet fever, 49 of whooping- 
cough, and 1671 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 10 cases, against 10, 5, and 3; of 
measles, 16 cases, against 14,12, and 9; of scarlet fever, 537 cases, 
against 751, 627, and 623; of whooping-cough, 1 case, against 2, 3, 


and 0; and of diphtheria, 204 cases, against 228, 210, and 182.:

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RETURNS RELATING TO METROPOLITAN WATER, LONDON. 
(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of October, 1914. The supply was in the ratio of 215 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council, and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of lo7 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated { at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended November 21st, November 28th, and December 5th, 
the rates had been 14°3, 16°6, and 15:3 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death rates 
per 1000. living were :—from all causes, 20°6 in Northampton and 
in Barrow in Furness, 20°9 in Liverpool, 21:2 in York, 21°5 in 





* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2005 BIRTHS and 1340 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
103 and the deaths 46 below the respective average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 


rate from all causes, which had been 14°6, 16°4, and 15:3 per 1000. 


in the three weeks ended November 21st, November 28th, and 
December 5th, rose last week to 15°5. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 15°5 per 1000, being 0:2 per 
1000 below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five 
years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 3, and 0 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, the corrected average 
being 1. The deaths from measles, which had been 39, 43, and 37 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 45, and were 9 above the 
corrected average; 11 deaths belonged to the Borough of Hackney, 
7 to Stepney, 4 each to Hammersmith, Fulham, and Lambeth, and 3 
each to Islington, Bethnal Green, and Southwark. ‘The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 10, 14, and 10 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 11, and were 10 above the corrected average ; i deaths 
belonged to Fulham. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 12, 5, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, were 10, and were 
2 below the corrected average. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 20, 24, and 30 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 13, 
but were 2 above the corrected average. ‘The deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 34, 28, and 30 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 15. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 15, having been 7, 10, and 10 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 48 deaths, of which 40 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 48 deaths, 4 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 42 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Sixteen of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, five to drowning, and six, of infants under one 
year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 59 cases of 
enteric fever, 90 of measles, 4893 of scarlet fever, 46 of whooping- 
cough, and 1624 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 6 cases, against 5, 3, and 10; of 
measles, 9 cases, against 12,9, and 16; of scarlet fever, 504 cases, 
against 627, 623, and 537; of whooping-cough, 0 case, against 3, 0, 
and 1; and of diphtheria, 162 cases, against 210, 182, and 204.

NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT Towns of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 16-1 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated fT at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended November 28th, December 5th, and December 12th, 
the rates had been 16°6, 15:3, and 15‘7 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 22°3 in Newcastle on Tyhe, 
99-5 in Liverpool, 227 in Gateshead, 22°38 in Oldham, 24°3 in

* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions, Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried out.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2113 BIRTHS and 1427 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
38 below and the deaths 88 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 16:4, 15:3, and 15°5 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended November 28th, December 5th, and ~ 
December 12th, further rose last week to 16°5. The death-rate in 
the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 15:9 per 1000, and 
coincided with the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the 
five years 1909-13. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 0, and 2 in 
the preceding three weeks, were again 2 last week, the corrected 
average being 4. The deaths from measles, which had been 43, 37, 
and 45 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 42, but were 3 above 
the corrected average; 9 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Hackney, 6 to Lambeth, and 3 each to St. Pancras, Bethnal Green, 
and Southwark. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
14, 10, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, numbered 10, and 
were 6 above the corrected average. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 5, 9, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 11 last week, the corrected average being 14. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 24, 30, and 14 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 18, and were 8 above the corrected average ; 
4 deaths belonged to Lambeth. The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 28, 30, and 1d in 
the preceding three weeks, rose to 28; 3 deaths belonged to 
Paddington and 38 to Hackney. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 16, having been 10, 10, and 15 in the preceding three 
weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 57 deaths, concerning all but 
6 of which inquests were held. Of these 57 deaths, 3 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 53 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Twenty of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, five to burns and scalds, four to drowning, 
and two, of infants under one year of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 62 cases of 
enteric fever, 52 of measles, 4763 of scarlet fever, 40 of whooping- 
cough, and 1628 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 17 cases, against 3, 10, and 6; of 
measles, 16 cases, against 9,16, and 9; of scarlet fever, 451 cases, 
against 623, 537, and 504; of whooping-cough, 0 case, against 0, 1, 
and 0; and of diphtheria, 185 cases, against 182, 204, and 162.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 14-0 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of this year. In the three 
weeks ended December 5th, December 12th, and December 19th, 
the rates had been 15°3, 15:7, and 16:1 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured. by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death rates 
per 1000 living were :—from ali causes, 200 in Bath, 20°5 in Aberdare, 
91:2 in Stoke on Trent, 21:7 in Wigan, 21°29 in Newcastle on Tyne, 














* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring outside the 
area of the’ great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the 
annual death-rates for the same areas to be published in the Annual Report, 
which from 1911 onwards embody full correction. 

The provisional estimates of population are based on the results of the Censuses 
of 1901 and 1911. 
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292 in St. Helens, 24°5 in Oldham, and 267 in West Hartlepool ; 
from measles, 1:7 in Croydon, 1'8 in Cambridge, 1:9 in Birkenhead, 
2-6 in Gateshead, 3-4 in Wigan and in Newcastle on Tyne, 
4°2 in Huddersfield, 4:3 in Merthyr Tydfil, and 7:3 in Grimsby ; 
from scarlet fever, 1°8 in Preston ; and from whooping cough, 1°3 in 
Rhondda and 1:8 in Merthyr Tydfil. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the ninety-seven towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1420 BIRTHS and 1109 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
626 and the deaths 184 below the respective average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 15°3, 15:5, and 16°5 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended December 5th, December 12th, and 
December 19th, fell last week to 12°8. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 15:0 per 1000, being 0°7 per 1000 
below the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1909-13. 

One death from enteric fever, was registered last week against 0, 
2, and 2 in the three preceding weeks, and a corrected average of 4. 
The deaths from measles, which had been 37, 45, and 42 in the 
preceding three weeks, declined to 29, and were 7 below the 
corrected average ; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of Lambeth, 4 to 
Camberwell, 4 to Woolwich, and 3 each to Hammersmith, Islington, 
and Southwark. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
10, 11, and 10 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 6, but were 
2 above the corrected average. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 9, 10, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
to 9, and were 6 below the corrected average ; 3 deaths belonged 
to Fulham. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 30, 14, 
and 18 in the preceding three weeks, declined to 13, and were equal 
to the corrected average. The deaths from diarrhe@a and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 30, 15, and 28 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 12. The deaths from influenza numbered 15, 
having been 10, 15, and 16 in the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, concerning all but 
2 of which inquests were held. Of these 46 deaths, 5 were cases of 
suicide, while the remaining 41 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Thirteen of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, six to burns and scalds, and five, of infants under one year 
of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 71 cases of 
enteric fever, 56 of measles, 4583 of scarlet fever, 42 of whooping- 
cough, and 1633 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 12 cases, against 10, 6, and 17; of 
measles, 21 cases, against 16, 9, and 16; of scarlet fever, 348 cases, 
against 537, 504, and 451; of whooping-cough, 2 cases, against 1, 0, 
and 0; and of diphtheria, 153 cases, against 204, 162, and 185.

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NINETY-SEVEN GREAT Towns.* 


For the NINETY-SEVEN GREAT TowNs of England and Wales, the 
deaths registered last week corresponded to an annual rate of 21:3 
per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which is estimated f at 
18,120,059 persons in the middle of the year 1914. In the three 
weeks ended December 12th, December 19th, and December 26th, 
the rates had been 15:7, 1671, and 140 respectively. Table 1 of this 
Return shows, for the several towns, the death-rates in each of the 
last four weeks; it also shows for the week ended last Saturday 
the births and the deaths from certain individual causes. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death rates 
per 1000 living were :—from all causes, 26°2 in Plymouth, 27°4 in 
Huddersfield, 27°5 in Liverpool, 27-7 in Neweastle on Tyne, 30°8 in 








* The deaths in Greater London and in the other great towns have from the 
commencement of 1911 been corrected as far as practicable by excluding those of 
all non-residents, though including, as before, only those of residents dying in 
certain outlying institutions. Before that date few deaths of non-residents were 
excluded in the case of the County of London, but in the case of -the other great 
towns those of non-residents dying in public institutions were excluded in this 
Return. Inclusions generally remain as before 1911, but for the County of London 
and for the Outer Ring individually, correction is somewhat more complete than 
for Greater London and the other great towns, as complete transference of deaths 
between the two areas is carried cut. 

In all cases correction by inclusion of deaths of residents occurring ontside the 
area of the great towns is necessarily incomplete, and the death-rates therefore 
tend to be understated. They will not, accordingly, correspond precisely with the

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Wigan, 32°1 in St. Helens, and 33:1 in Grimsby; from measles, 3°1 in 
Newcastle on ‘T'yne, 37 in Plymouth and in Merthyr Tydfil, 4:1 in 
St. Helens, 4°2 in Huddersfield, 5-1 in Wigan, 5:5 in Devonport, and 
80 in Grimsby; from whooping cough, 2:1 in Gloucester and 2°8 in 
Bootle; and from diphtheria, 1:3 in Norwich and 2°6 in Darlington. 
No death from small-pox was registered in any of the ninety-seven 
towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2422 BIRTHS and 2050 DEATHS 
registered. Allowing for decrease of population, the births were 
668 and the deaths 745 above the average numbers in the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years. The annual death- 
rate from all causes, which had been 15°5, 16:5, and 12°8 per 1000 
in the three weeks ended December 12th, December 19th, and 
December 26th, rose last week to 23:7. The death-rate in the four 
weeks ended last Saturday averaged 17:1 per 1000, being 1:7 per 1000 
above the mean rate in the corresponding periods of the five years 
1909-18. 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 2, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 4, and were 1 above the corrected 
average. The deaths from measivs, which had been 45, 42, and 29 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 71, and were 36 above the 
corrected average; of these 16 belonged to the Borough of Hackney, 
7 to Stepney, 6 to Southwark, and 6 to Camberwell. ‘The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 11,10, and 6 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose again to 10, this being 5 above the corrected average. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 10, 11, and 9 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 10, but were 7 below the corrected average ; 
of these 4 belonged to Deptford. The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 14, 18, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 26, 
and were 16 above the corrected average ; of these 3 belonged to 
Fulham and 3 to Stepney. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 15, 28, and 12 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 27; of these 4 belonged to Stepney. The 
deaths from influenza numbered 10, having been 15, 16, and 15 in 
the preceding three weeks. 

Different forms of violence caused 94 deaths, concerning all but 
6 of which inquests were held. Of these 94 deaths, 7 were cases of 
suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 86 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Twenty-three of these latter were 
referred to vehicles in the streets, six to drowning, five to burns and 
scalds, five to conflagration, and fourteen of infants under one year 
of age, to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital there were 70 cases of 
enteric fever, 59 of measles, 4503 of scarlet fever, 40 of whooping- 
cough, and 1686 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals 
on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 8 cases, against 6, 17, and 12; of 
measles, 11 cases, against 9,16, and 21; of scarlet fever, 436 cases, 
against 904, 451, and 348 ;'of whooping-cough, 0 case, against 0, 0, 
and 2; and of diphtheria, 197 cases, against 162, 185, and 153.

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RETURNS RELATING TO METROPOLITAN WATER, LONDON. | 
(Furnished by the Metropolitan Water Board.) 


The following is an account of the number of services and the average daily amount of 
water supplied during the month of November, 1914. The supply was in the ratio of 206 
gallons to one service. The area of supply of the Metropolitan Water Board is much more 
extensive than that of the Administrative County of London, the Water Board’s statutory area 
of supply being over 537 sq. miles, as against 117 sq. miles of the County. The figures are 
exclusive of supplies in bulk to the Corporations of Croydon and Richmond, the Cheshunt 
Urban District Council. and the Herts and Essex Water Company, and of services under their 
control.
